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tainty on this point completely offsets 
the extent to which the situation has 
been cleared by the receipt of authentic 
information as to the catch. The local 
market may be said to fairly reflect 
conditions in Norway, and more di- 
vergent views on values than those that 
prevail at the present as to cod liver 
oil would be difficult to find. To the 
careful market obserer it is evident 
that the difference in the various opin- 
ions can be largely traced to the differ- 
ence in the extent of holdings. Allow- 
ing, however, for the pardonable preju- 
dice which surplus or deficit of in- 
dividual stocks is very apt to engender, 
there still remains a sufficient latitude 
in views as to values to warrant the 
market reporter in describing the pre- 
vailing condition as unsettled. For the 
purpose of comparing the status of cod 
liver oil with that of previous years

The result of this year’s catch in 
Finmarken is 9,170 barrels, as against 
13,664 barrels in 1905, and 6,050 barrels 
in 1904. Were it not for conditions in no 
wise connected with the extent of the 
catch, no exception could be taken to 
the statement that the 1906 market is 
virtually a repetition of that ef the 
preceding year.

COD LIVER OIL SITUATION 


AT END OF CATCH. 


With the receipt by cable of positive 
information regarding the final result 
of this year’s codfish catch in Nor- 
way, the cod liver oil situation as- 
sumes a different aspect. Until now 
conjectures as to the extent of this 
year’s catch formed a basis for the 
arguments of those whose interests 
are best served by high cod liver 
oil quotations, as well as for their 
opponents. The end of the fishing re- 
moves all doubt as to the supply, and 
the only remaining problem is the ex- 
tent of the demand. The most uncer- 
tain factor that remains is what part 


of the demand has been covered in ad- | 


vance and, as a matter of fact, uncer- 


their requirements are inclined to be 
apathetic and, in some instances, pessi- 
mistic as to the outlook for the article. 
A normal situation, with values repre- 
senting the true condition of the market, 
can hardly be looked for until after 
these artificial features have been 
eliminated from the situation.

SICILIAN BRIMSTONE. 


Negotiations are still under way look- 
ing toward the settlement of the diffi- 
culties that have beset the brimstone 
industry of Sicily, and so far as known 
here the plans we described in full 
in our issue of May 14 have not as yet 
been officially confirmed or adopted, al- 
though it is believed they will be. of 
course some modifications may be made, 
and latest reports from Rome show 
confidence that the main features of the 
plan as given by us will soon be 
adopted. It is also stated that the com- 
mittee has decided to recommend to tn- 
clude the stock of the Anglo-Sicilian 
Company in the Consorzio Obbligatorio, 
and as full agreement appeared near the 
market took on new life, especially in 
view of the fact that the stocks owned 
by others have been disposed of. Dur- 
ing all the time the negotiations have 
been in progress the conditions have 
been growing worse steadily. The ex- 
ports have decreased, the statement be- 
ing made that the high prices asked 
for Sicilian brimstone has caused a 
large increase in the use of pyrites in 
most of the European countries, while 
the shipments to the United States have 
practically ceased. The exports during 
the first four months of the current 
year amounted to only 182,266 tons as 
compared with 219,850 tons during the 


same period last year, showing a de- 
crease of 37,584 tons. There were no ex- 
ports to the United States during April, 
while during April last year they 
amounted to 8,338 tons. The stocks in 
Sicily at the end of April amounted to 
425,448 tons, nearly all in possession of 
the Anglo-Sicilian Company. The 
stocks at the end of April last year 
were 309,481 tons and at the close of 
April, 1904, 288,941 tons. This, better 
than aught else, shows the unsatisfac- 
tory conditions existing. The total im- 
ports at this port during the present 
year amount to only 18,952 tons. The 
imports of Sicilian brimstone into this 
country amounted to 120,191 tons in 1897. 
Since that year they increased rapidly 
until 1902, when they reached a total 
of 186,478 tons, but have since decreased 
even more rapidly. The following table 
shows the imports each year since

DIRECT OPIUM PURCHASES. 


The weakness and inactivity of opium 
in the local market is in direct con- 
trast with the conditions prevailing in 
primary markets. Spot goods in bonded 
warehouses are available at lower 
prices than those cabled as inside quo- 
tations by Smyrna and Constantinople 
houses. While market prices are being 
shaded locally in order to facilitate 
sales, sellers in primary markets firmly 
reject all orders that call for conces- 
sions from prevailing quotations, For 
an article which has been known to 
almost double in value in the course of 
one year, opium has ruled remarkably 
steady during the first half of the 
present year. The following table shows 
the course of opium values during the

Speculation has been almost totally 
absent from this year’s market and on 
the surface dullness has been the only 
noticeable feature. For all that, pur- 
chases for American account in Smyrna 
and Constantinople have not fallen off, 
and, would the apparent dullness of the 
article in the local market denote a 
diminished consuming demand, there 
certainly would have been complaints 
from Turkish sellers anent the falling 
off in the demand for the United States, 
In a large measure local inacfivity is 
explained by the fact that many buy- 
ers, especially manufacturers of tinc- 
tures, who formerly covered their needs 
in the New York market, have estab- 
lished direct connections with Smyrna 
or Constantinople houses, and when 
quotations are an inducement they 
cable their orders abroad instead of, as 
in former years, when they relied upon 
local brokers to protect their interests. 
This condition, which began some 
years ago, has become so general that 
brokers have lost interest in the article 
and importers of Oriental merchandise, 
who in former years brought hundreds 
of cases of opium to this country for 
speculative purposes, have almost en- 
tirely given up the practice. There is 
no denying the fact that the tendency 
to eliminate the middleman is largely 
responsible for this change of affairs, 
The custom to buy direct has become 
nothing short of a rule with some buy- 
ers, sO much so that even temporary 
fractional advantages in the local mar- 
ket are ignored. This change of pur- 
chasing methods has the one great ad- 
vantage that New York is in closer 
touch with primary markets and able 
to make its influence thus felt far more 
than if purchases were made in a 
roundabout way. The thought is not 







at all implausible that some day Amer- 
ican capital will interest itself in the 
production of opium in the Sultan’s 
domains.

WILL MENTHOL RETURN TO 
ACTIVITY? 


During the past fortnight menthol 
has been the subject of much interest 
on the part of the trade, although sales 
of any importance were conspicuous by 
their absence. There seems to have 
been a spontaneous movement to test 
the market as to its attitude on a 
return to a price level that would make 
possible the liquidation of stocks bought 
during October and November of last 
year, without entailing the loss that 
would accrue to sellers at present 
market price. London quotations fa- 
vored the movement, but at the time 
of writing, holders of these stocks had 
not been able to overcome the weak- 
nes of the article, which is largely due 
to lack of consuming demand. The 
downward tendency seems, however, to 
have been checked, and the prevailing 
price level, which is thirty-five per 
cent. above that of June, 1905, appears 
to be the basis on which the fervently 
hoped-for campaign of activity will be 
conducted. The following table shows 
the checkered course of this article dur- 
ing the last four and a half years.—

The situation in Japan appears also 
to furnish a strengthening factor to 
the market. Competition there seems 
to have been cut down by the elimina- 
tion of one manufacturer, and that the 
pretensions of sellers receive considera- 
tion is shown by their being able in 
most cases to insist on combination 
purchases of menthol and Peppermint 
oil. The struggle for business in the 
local market at present is keener than 
ever. Menthol stocks seem to be freely 
distributed, and, if the article appreci- 
ates, it will rather be in spite of than 
on account of lack of competition, 
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THE TALC SITUATION. 


Developments in the market for talc 
have been attracting widespread atten- 
tion, owing to the steady curtailment in 
the output of the high grades of prime 
white goods at the domestic mines. The 
situation has become acute, owing to 
the decided scarcity of available sup- 
plies of both domestic and foreign 
goods, and prices are entirely nominal 
for spot parcels, for which handsome 
premiums over quotations have been 
realized. There have been long delays 
at the mills in this country in making 
deliveries on contracts during the past 
seven to eight months, due to various 
causes, and this has been particularly 
noticeable in the prime white high qual- 
ities of fine milled domestic tale, which 
have been growing scarce at all pro- 
ducing centers. Producers have been 
and are still unable to fill orders 
booked as far back as June of last 
year, which compelled them to cover 
their sales by purchases of foreign 
tale. Floods, due to heavy rains, and 
the usual spring freshets, served to 
cripple operations at the mines. The 
difficulties which have confronted pro- 
ducers to carry on their work at the 
mines have been intensified by a de- 
cided scarcity of labor and the mines 
which have heretofore yielded prime 
white talc in many cases are producing 
only inferior qualities. Several of the 
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largest producing mines have been 
closed, it is claimed, owing to litiga- 
tions and the inability of producers to 
work the mines, due to conditions re- 
ferred to. The active demand from 
consumers here served to absorb the 
available spot stocks of both domestic 
and foreign and buyers find it diffi- 
cult to make purchases of parcels for 
immediate delivery. 

Owing to the scarcity of supplies of 
tale, buyers’ attention has been cen- 
tered on soapstone to cover their wants 
and during the month exceptionally 
large sales of this product have been 
made at prices showing substantial ad- 
vances for good qualities of powdered. 

The total imports of ground or pre- 
pared talc have steadily increased from 
1901 to 1905 inclusive, except during 
1904, which year shows a decrease of 
about fifty per cent., as compared with 
1903. The imports for the year 1901 
were 1,138,000 pounds; in 1902, 6,237,000 
pounds; in 1903, 3,423,000 pounds, and in 
1905 they reached a total of 7,653,000 








pounds. The imports from the United 
Kingdom during 1903 were 239,000 
pounds, and during the succeeding 


years there was important falling off, 
the imports in 1905 amounting to only 
8,816 pounds, The largest importations 
were made from France and Germany 


which, in 1905, amounted to 2,919,646 
pounds, and 3,821,214 pounds, respec- 
tively, while from Belgium imports 


during the years 1904 and 1905 were nil,

Perry, who 
has been a member of the Exchange 
since 1883, was caught on the wrong side 
of the market. 


A sulphur mine docated on the Rio 
Grande R. R. in Colorado is to be ex- 
ploited by a new mining company just 
organized. The sulphur will not come 
on the market, as the product of the 
mine has been contracted for by one of 
the larger powder manufacturing con- 
cerns. 

At a meeting of the National Assocla- 
tion of Manufacturers of Wood Alcohol 
held in Buffalo, N. Y., last Tuesday, a 
committee of ten was appointed to find 
a wider market for their product. The 
free denature grain alcohol, it is feared, 
will curtail the present market for 
wood alcohol. 


I. W. Black, who has been connected 
with the Southern Cotton Oil Co, for 
many years as manager of their Mont- 
gomery mill, has resigned his connec- 
tion with the Southern Co. to take, ef- 
fect July 1. Mr. Black will take a well 
earned and much needed vacation be- 
fore making new connections. 


A Census Bureau bulletin has just 
been issued showing the number of 
paint manufacturing establishments in 
the United States in 1904 to have been 
449, an increase of 7 per cent. over 1900. 
The capital invested was $55,783,259, in- 
crease 31 per cent., and value of prod- 
ucts $67,277,910, increase 32 per cent 


The firm W. J. Bush & Co., Itd., is be- 
ginning active operations in Russia by 
the opening of local workshops and fac- 
tory in Moscow and elsewhere for the 
production of chemical preparations, 
disinfectants, oils, colors, perfumes, 
etc., and for their sale. The capital for 
the Russian business is $150,000. 
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After having a_ representative of 
theirs look over the citrate of lime situ- 
ation in the island of Domenica, Chas. 
Pfizer & Co. have abandoned the idea 
of erecting a factory in the West In- 
dies for making citrate of lime. The 
field is said to be too small to induce 
American manufactures to take an in- 
terest in it,

P. E. Anderson & Co., this city, have 
issued a map of Greater New York 
showing all the surface, elevated and 
underground railways, bridges, parks, 
streets and public buildings and gives 
the locations of all the depots, ferries, 
steamship lines, hotels, places of 
amusement, libraries and _ reading 
rooms, exchanges. In fact it is a ref- 
erence map that will prove of use to 
the resident as well as visitor to the 
Metropolis 

The Merchants’ Association of New 
York has now arranged merchants’ 
rates from Mexico to the Metropolis, 
these rates to be in effect for the first 
time during the coming buying season. 
The rate will be operative from points 
on the National Lines of Mexico and 
the Mexican Central Railway on July 


21 to 25, inclusive, and August 4 to 8, 
inclusive, with a thirty-day return 
limit. The special rate will be one fare 


and one-third for the round trip. 


The State Board of Pharmacy at 
Niagara Falls last Wednesday adopted 
a resolution designed to prevent the 
sale of adulterated drugs. The resolu- 
tion adopted defines adulterated drugs 
to include those which do not come up 
to the standard in purity and quality 
established by the United States Phar- 
macopoeia, and prescriptions in which 
an article is substituted for one pre- 
scribed or where the component parts 
of the medicine are in greater or less 
degree than given in the prescription. 


In response to a growing demand and 
in acknowledgment of the tendency of 
the times, E. R, Squibb & Sons have 
added medicinal tablets to their line of 
manufacturers.

The Pacific Coast Desiccated Covcoa- 
nut Company’s factory in San Fran- 
cisco was burned during the fire and 
since that time a cargo of 60,000 cocoa- 
nuts was received which were intend- 
ed for the manufacture of desiccated 
nuts for food. It was out of the ques- 
tion to dispose of this quantity of co- 
coanuts before they would spoil and su 
they were sold to the El Dorado Oil 
Company, manufacturers of linseed and 
cocoanut oils who have a plant at 
Berkeley in that State, and the Oakland 
Tribune states this firm will hereafter 
engage in the production of copra. 


Louis Emery, Jr., proprietor of the 
Smery Mfg. Co., of Bradford, Pa., re- 
ceived the nomination for Governor of 
the State of Pennsylvania on the fusion 
ticket in support of which the Demo- 
crats, Lincoln Republicans and Pro- 
hibitionists will unite. The convention 
at which Mr. Emery received the nomi- 
nation was held in Harrisburg, Pa., 
Wednesday of last week. The com- 
pany, of which Mr. Emery is the pro- 
prietor, are producers and refiners of 
Pennsylvania petroleum products, in- 
cluding steam refined stocks of high 
flash and great viscosity, illuminating 
oils, gasoline, paraffine oils, fgel and 
gas oils. 


The collective note of the representa- 
tives of the powers concerning Turkey’s 
proposed increase of customs duties has 
been received by the powers to obtain 
their assent to a 3 per cent. increase in 
Turkish customs duties for a period of 
seven years, and the Porte announces 
its intention to introduce the surtax 
September 14. The conditions imposed 
by the powers require the enforcement 
vf the mining law, the reform of the 
customs regulations, and the suspension 
of objectionable regulations for the 
storage of petroleum, and requires the 
guarantee of the correct collection of 
dues,

product and the inability of the Stan- 
dard Co. to supply the same. The high 
grade gasoline named is used almost 
universally in operating automobiles, 
naphtha launches, etc. It is stated 
that gas engines generally can be al- 
tered so as to permit the use of the 
common or stove gasoline as fuel. 
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In the Clear Fork district, Monroe 
county, O., Summerville & Co. have 
drilled their No. 7 on the Thomas Flem- 
ing farm into the first Cow Run sand 
and the well started flowing at the 
rate of 70 bbls. a day.

Lawrence Nicolai, formerly propri- 
etor of the National Oil Co., Washing- 
ton, D. C., testified last Tuesday be- 
fore the referee in bankruptcy that the 
Standard Oil Co. paid him an annual 
pension of $3,000 from 1895 to 1905 for 
refraining from selling oil and gaso- 
lene in the District of Columbia. Nico- 
lai says he went into bankruptcy be- 
cause when the Standard ceased paying 
him the $3,000 a year it had gained such 
a strong hold and had so lowered the 
price of oil in Washington that when 
he resumed business he failed com- 
pletely.

Proper Labeling of Podophyllum. 


Philadelphia, June 28, 1906. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter:— 

It may interest you to know that much 
of the podophyllin, or, as it is officially 
ealled, ‘“‘resin of podophyllum,”’ offered 
on the market and sold as “U. S. P.” 
is made with acetone, and not with alco- 
hol, as officially directed. 

In defense of this action, the manufac- 
turers contend that the solvent used acts 
simply as a “carrier’’ for the resin, and 
that the latter is precipitated on the ad- 
dition of water, and when dried con- 
tains none of the solvent. 

But it has not been shown that acetone 
dissolves the same proximate principles 
from podophyllum root as does alcohol; 
and as Resin of Podophyllum is a mix- 
ture of different proximate principles, it 
remains to be proven that the acetone- 
product is as active physiologically as 
the alcohol-product. 

In addition, the color of resin of podo- 
phyllum made with acetone differs from 
the color of the resin made with alcohol, 
and the solubility of the acetone-produce 
is decidedly less than the solubility of 
the alcohol-product. 

Certainly, the ethics of the case demand 
that a resin of podophyllum labeled as 
“U, S. P.” should be made strictly by 
the “U. S, P.” process, and not by the 
acetone method until, at least, it has 
been demonstrated that the product con- 
tains the same proximate principles in 
the same relative proportions as the alco- 
hol-product, and has the same physiolog- 
ical actions; and this has not been done. 

Hence, we contend that it is a misnomer 
to label resin of podophyllum as “U. S. 
P.” unless it has been made by the “U. 
S. P.” process; if made by the acetone 
process, it should be so stated on the 
label, and in quotations. In other words, 
the product should be true to label.

Golden Seal Root. 
New York City, June 28, 1906. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter:— 

I have read with interest your editorial 
of June 25th, on the article of golden 
seal, 

Your statistics point out the very in- 
teresting fact that betweeen June, 1903, 
and June, 1906, the article has advanced 
in value about two-thirds. I have been 
expecting for some time that some one 
would venture to give what I believe 
are the true facts, for the unreasonable 
high price and the advance, as it has 
gradually occurred since 1903. 

Your editorial referring to the specula- 
tors in the primary market of the article, 
is the nearest point to the real facts. 
Handling this article, as we do, in a 
very large way, and selling it direct to 
the largest and smallest consumers of 
this country, we feel that we are in a 
position to know that there has been no 
such increase in the consumption of the 
article, or decrease in the production, 
that would cause the unreasonable high 
prices as pointed out in your statistics. 

As to the foreign demand for the ar- 
ticle, notwithstanding what may be said 
to the contrary, it is not greater in pro- 
portion to increase in price, than it was 
previous to 1903. 

It may be remembered by many who 
buy this crude drug, that about three 


years ago, a certain class of dealers made 





kinds. 
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their proposition, namely, those who deal 
principally in raw hides and skins of all 
Every large buyer of golden seal 
is approached by this class of merchant, 
who will point out to them that when 
they offer their golden seal at $1 or $1.40, 
or whatever their price may be, it is at 
actual cost to them, and they will go 
many times, so far as to prove it by 
documents. It is always a fact, but they 
do not explain the reason why they give 
the gatherer of golden seal the unreason- 
able price for his pound of root. They 
do not explain that when giving the 
trapper of wild animals a dollar per 
pound for golden seal, they do it as an 
inducement to secure from the trapper, 
what he may manufacture in the way of 
wild animal skins, realizing as the deal- 
er does, that he can always find a buyer 
of golden seal at the cost to him, and 
then derive his handsome profit from the 
skins he secures at a very low price. 

Labor in the gathering of such goods 
as golden seal has absolutely nothing 
to do with its market value, because as 
before stated, the gathering of this goods 
is principally done by trappers of wild 
animals. 

If the consumers of golden seal would 
discontinue their purchasing of the ar- 
ticle in a large way, and confine them- 
selves strictly to their immediate re- 
quirements, golden seal would soon re- 
turn to its normal price, 

Any manufacturer or consumer will find 
it to his advantage in going into any 
principal market, and purchasing his im- 
mediate requirements of the _ article, 
which would produce in a very short 
time, a great difference in the present 
imaginary showing of the demand being 
greater than the supply. 

The above explanation also refers to 
many other high priced crude drugs, 
among them being senega.

OBITUARY. 


Otto G. Mayer. 


Otto G. Mayer, the head of the pyrites 
department of Messrs. Ladenburg, Thal- 
mann & Co., died at his residence in West 
Orange, N. J., on June 23, after a short 
illness. 

He was born at Manheim, Germany, in 
1852, and came to America when about 20 
years old. When still a young man he 
formed a partnership with Edward Ma- 














terne, under the firm name of Materne & 
Mayer. Later on this firm was dissolved 
and Mr. Mayer continued the business in 


his own name until 1886, when he entered 
the firm: of Delong, Mayer & Co., which 
partnership existed until 1889. Then the 
firm of Otto G. Mayer & Co. was formed 
and continued until 1901, when it went out 
of existence, Mr. Mayer going to Europe 
on account of his health, and remaining 
abroad for several years. 

On his return to America he entered the 
employ of Messrs. Ladenburg, Thalmann 
& Co. as manager of their pyrites depart- 
ment, in which capacity he continued until 
his death. 

Mr. Mayer’s activity embraced a wide 
range of business, he having been succes- 
sively a large importer of fruit, sulphur, 
india rubber and pyrites. He was one of 
the first to import cargoes of pyrites to 
this country and his importations of this 
ore continued among the largest to this 
day. He imported the first cargo of brim- 
stone from Sicily in a schooner consigned 
to Charleston, 8S. C. 

His wide experience in business, his 
sound common sense, and his sterling 
character endeared him to everybody who 
came in contact with him either socially 
or in a business way. 





Dr. Henry P. Weidigz. 


Dr. Henry P. Weidig, a member of the 
firm of Charles Cooper & Co., died at St. 
John, N. B., on Wednesday last, his death 
being due to a very deplorable accident. 
Dr. Weidig was in St. John on a pleasure 
trip. He fell from a second story window 
of the Royal Hotel, where he stopped. He 
was instantly killed by the fall, his skull 
being fractured. It is probable that Dr. 
Weidig had a weak spell, went to the open 
window to get air and while in a half 
fainting state fell to the street. 

Henry P. Weidig was a doctor of chem- 
istry, head of the chemical department of 
Charles Cooper & Co.’s Newark, N. J., 
plant and a member of the firm. He lived 
at 142 Clifford street, Newark, with his 
wife and two children. The first news of 
the accident was conveyed to the family 
by a newspaper dispatch and Mrs. Weidig 
was prostrated by the occurrence. 

Dr. Weidig left New York Saturday last 
on the advice of his physician, who told 
him he must take a rest from his work. 
Dr. Weldig went to St. John, and ex- 
pected to remain there for some time. 

Born tn Giesen, Germany, Dr. Weidig 
studied in the university there and also at 
Heidelberg. He made a_ specialty of 
chemistry. He came to this country in 
the early 80s, and in 1888 settled in this 
city, taking a position with Chas. Cooper 
& Co. Eventually he became head chem- 
ist, which place he filled up to the time of 
his death. 

In 1889 he married Miss Lena Kleinhans, 
a daughter of Jacob Kleinhans, who is 
now senior partner of the firm of Chas. 
Cooper & Co. Shortly after his marrtlage 
Dr. Weidig was made a member of the 
firm. Besides his widow he is survived by 
a son Jacob, fifteen years old, and a 
daughter, Hedwig, fourteen years old. 
John B. Stobacus, another member of the 
firm of Chas. Cooper & Co., made arrange- 
ments to have the body shipped here. 
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President Jesse L. Hopkins Honored. 


As a token of the esteem in which 
they hold their presiding officer, 
members of the Drug and Chemical

kins on Monday last by presenting 
him with a massive combination cof- 
fee, tea and after dinner service of 
silver plate, consisting of eight pieces 
and contained in a handsome maple- 
wood case.

Hopkins, putting all other business 
aside, readily consented to the ap- 
pointment. Great was his surprise, in- 
deed, when, after luncheon had been 
finished and most of the members were 
in the main dining room, enjoying their 
Havanas, Edwin H. Burr, chairman of 
the membership committee, signalled 
for order and in a few well chosen 
words introduced William McCarroll, 
President of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation, the gist of whose elo- 
quent remarks was as follows:—: 

“Ours is a club for all purses, for all 
tastes. To those of German birth or ex- 
traction or with a leaning to German 
taste our grill room must bring back 
memories of Nuremberg or Heidelberg; 
the Dutchman will be reminded of his na- 
tive Delft by the effect of another of our 
rooms; in still another we find the French 
Empire style so popular with the ladies: 
in a fourth we are greeted by the solid 
comfort of Oxford which the Inglishman 
appreciates so much; and even the Irish- 
man has not been forgotten, for the wood- 
work in another of our rooms corresponds 
with his national color, although the 
shade is a bit different.

Alcohol from Cotton Stalks. 


New York and Southern capitalists 
have completed the organization of a 
$15,000,000 company to manufacture de- 
naturaized alcohol from the fiber of the 
cotton stalk. The announcement is 
also made that the company is in pos- 
session of a process for the manufac- 
ture of white paper from the same fiber 
and that it has every reason to believe 
that it will revolutionize paper manu- 
facturing in this country. 

If the claims of the new company 
are justified by the facts the thousands 
of acres of cotton stalks in the South 
which are now ploughed under or 
burned will form the basis of a great 
industry and will make the cotton crop 
more profitable than ever. The fact 
that the entire plant from the boll to 
the stalk will become a commercial 
Staple is regarded as a discovery of 
great importance. 

The new company is to be known as 
the Cotton Stalks Products Company, 
and has been incorporated in Maine. 
Of its stock $3,000,000 is 7 per cent. pre- 
ferred and $12,000,000 common.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Orachid Oil. 


The protest of C, D. Stone & Co., was 
overruled and the collector's dec ision af- 
firmed on certain goods, invoiced as ‘75 
barrels orachid oil’’ and returned as @ 
mixture of peanut, sensame and cotton- 
seed oil, and assessed for duty under the 
provisions of paragraph 3 of the tariff 
act of 1897. The protestants claimed the 
goods should be entered free under para- 
graph 626 of said act. When the protest 
was called for a hearing at the port of 
Chicago, it was submitted for decision on 
certain letters and what was purported 
to be a report of analysis of said oil, 
made in France. There was no attempt 
on the part of the protestants to show 
that the return of the appraiser and the 
action of the collector were erroneous, 
In absence of such proof the decision of 
the classifying officer was presumed to be 
correct and therefore, the protest was 
overruled and collector's ecision af- 
firmed. 








Refined Sulphur. 


The protest of John L. Vanderver re- 
garding merchandise invoiced as “re- 
tined roll sulphur’ was overruled and the 
appraiser's decision affirmed. The mer- 
chandise was assessed at $8 per ton un- 
der provisions of paragraph 84 of the 
tariff act of 1897. The protestants claimed 
free entry, under paragraph 674 of said 
act. The merchandise was in all respects 
the same as that similarly invoiced and 
covered by protest 187,838 of Stanley, Jor- 
dan & Co., which was held to be dutiable 
at $8 per ton as here assessed (decision 
not yet. published). A large mass of tes- 
timony was taken in these cases and a 
careful consideration strengthened the 
opinion that sulphur is not crude, but 
in fact, refined. The protest was accord- 
ingly overruled. 





Absorption of Moisture by China 


Clay. 


The protest of J. W. Coulston & Co., 
regarding the absorption of moisture by 
certain merchandise invoiced as ‘40 casks 
of China clay’’ was overruled. Duty was 
assessed at the rate of $2.50 per ton, under 
provisions of paragraph 93 of the tariff 
act of 1897. The importers claimed that 
duty was assessed on excess weight, 
caused by moisture of sea water during 
the voyage of transportation to the 
United States. The weight of clay was 
designated on the invoice as 20 tons an¢ 
the official report of the United States 
weigher showed a gross weight of 62,- 
968 pounds, with an estimated tare of 75 
pounds for each cask. Duty was assessed 
on the basis of the weigher’s return and 
the protestants were unable to furnish 
any evidence, either in support of the 
accuracy of the stated invoice or the 
inaccuracy of the weigher’s return. Un- 
der the circumstances the assessment of 
the collector was affirmed and the im- 
porter’s protest overruled, 
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(Special correspondence to the Reporter.) 
Revised Trade Mark Regulations. 


Washington, June 29, 1906. 


The new Currier trade-mark act, recent- 
ly passed by Congress and approved by 
the President under date of May 4, 1906, 
will go into force on July 1, and inasmuch 
as its provisions amend several important 
features of the existing law the Commis- 
sioner of Patents has been compelled to 
revise the trade-mark regulations to con- 
form to the requirements of the new 
statute. ‘The Currier act obviates the 
necessity for a verbal description of a 
trade-mark in the application; authorizes 
the Commissioner of Patents to establish 
classes of merchandise for the purpose of 
trade-mark registration; and prescribes 
new requirements for the registration of 
trade-marks by foreigners. Under the 
second provision of the bill the commis- 
sioner has already promulgated a classifi- 
cation of merchandise, the text of which 
recently appeared in these columns. 

In revising the trade-mark regulations 
the commissioner has stricken out Rule 17 
with regard to the requirements for the 
registration of trade-marks owned by for 
eigners and has substituted two new sec- 
tions as follows:~ 


“17. Except as provided by section 2 of the 
act of May 4, 1906, no trade-mark will be reg- 
istered to an applicant residing or located in 
a foreign country unless such country, by 
treaty, convention, or law, affords similar priv- 
lleges to the citizens of the United States, nor 
unless the trade-mark has been registered by 
the applicant in the foreign country in which 
he resides or is located, nor until such appli- 
cant has filed in this office a certified copy of 
the certificate of registration of his trade-mark 
in the country where he resides or is located. 
Such certified copy must be duly authenticated 
by the certificate of a diplomatic or consular 
officer of the United States. In such cases, it is 
not necessary to state in the application that 
the trade-mark has been used in commerce 
with the United States or among the several 
States thereof, 

“18 The owner of a trade-mark, 
located in a foreign country, 
manufacturing establishment within the ter- 
ritory of the United States, may register a 
trade-mark used on the products of such estab- 
lishment upon complying with the provisions 
of the act of February 20, 1905, as prescribed 
for owners of trade-marks domiciled within the 
territory of the United States.’’ 

Section 2 of the act of May 4 referred to

in the new rule 17 permits an applicant to 
register upon a single application a trade- 

mark for any or all goods upon which the 
mark has actually been used and in cases | 
where a mark has already been registered 
for one article its use may be extended 
without again complying with the provi- 
sions of the new rule. 

Rule 18 of the old code has been renum- 
bered as 19 and amended to meet the fur- 
ther requirements of the new law with re- 
gard to the registration of trade-marks 
upon the application of American citizens, 
foreigners and non-residents as follows:— 


“19. No trade-mark will be registered to an 
owner domiciled within the territory of the 
United States unless it shall be made to appear 
that the same is used as such by said owner 
in commerce among the several States, or be- 
tween the United States and some foreign 
nation or Indian tribe; no trade-mark, except 
as provided by section 2 of the act of May 4, 
1906, will be registered to an owner residing 
in or located in a foreign country unless said 
country, by treaty, convention, or law, affords 
similar privileges to the citizens of the United 
States; no trade-mark will be registered which 
consists of or comprises immoral or scandalous 
matter, or which consists of or comprises the 
flag or coat-of-arms or other insignia of the 
United States, or any similation thereof, or 
of any State or municipality, or of any foreign 
nation, or which is identical with a registered 
or known trade-mark owned and in use by an- 
other, and appropriated to merchandise of the 
same descriptive properties, or which so near- 
ly resembles a registered or known trade-mark 
owned and in use by another, and appropriated 
to merchandise of the same descriptive prop- 
erties, as to be likely to cause confusion or 
mistake in the mind of the public, or to deceive 
purchasers; or which consists merely in the 
name of an individual, firm, corporation, or 
association, not written, prined, impressed, or 
woven in some particular or distinctive man- 
ner or in association with a portrait of the in- 
dividual, or merely in words or devices which 
are descriptive of the goods with which they 
are used, or of the character or quality of such 
goods, or merely a pocaremsien! name or term; 
no portrait of a living individual will be regis- 
tered as a trade-mark, except by the consent 
of such individual, evidenced by an instrument 
in writing; and no trade-mark will be regis- 
tered which is used in unlawful business, or 
upon any article injurious in itself, or which 
has been used with the design of deceiving the 
public in the purchase of merchandise, or 
which has been abandoned.”’ 


The changes in the law with respect to 
the form of application, and especially 
the elimination of the requirement of a 
verbal description of a trade-mark have 
made it necessary to amend paragraphs 
(b) and (c) of Rule 21 of the existing code, 
which now appears as parts of Rule 22 
in the following form:— 

“«b) A statement specifying the name, domi 
cile, location and citizenship of the party ap- 
plying; the class of merchandise, and the par- 
ticular description of goods comprised in such 
class, to which the trade-mark is appropriated; 
a description of the trade-mark itself only 
when needed to express colors not shown in the 
drawing; and a statement of the mode in 
which the same is applied and affixed to the 
goods, and of the length of time during which 
the trade-mark has been used, and, if the ap- 
plicant be a corporation or association, it must 
be set forta under the laws of what State or 
nation organized. 

‘‘(c) A declaration complying with Section 2 
of the act of February 20, 1905.’ 

Heretofore Rule 23 has provided that the 
name of the applicant wherever it occure in the 
papers in the case must agree with the signa- 
ture to the formal aplication and will so ap- 
pear in a certificate of registration. Owing to 
the fact that applicants have not observed this 
rule closely, the Commissioner now proposes 
to authorize the officials of the bureau to 
amend all papers to meet this requirement. 
This section of the regulations has therefore 
been revised and renumbered as Rule 24 to read 
as follows:— 

“24. The name of the applicant will appear 
in the certificate of registration precisely as 
it is signed to the statement of the applica- 
tion, and, therefore, the signature to the state- 
ment must be the correct signature of the ap- 
plicant, and the name of the applicant, wher- 
ever it appears in the papers of the application, 
will be made to agree with the name as signed 
to the statement.”’ 

In compliance with the classification 
*‘eature of the new law the Commissioner 
has inserted a new section in the regula- 
tion to be known as Rule 30, as follows:— 

“30. A trade-mark may, at the option of the 
applicant, be registered on a single application, 
for any or all goods comprised in a single class 
of merchandise, provided the particular de- 
scription of goods be stated, and provided that 
the mark has been actually used upon all of 
the goods specified.”’ 


Rule 29 of the old code has been re- 
vised, not only to meet the requirements 
of the Currier law with regard to the 
form of the application, but also to em- 
brace a_ verification of the facts set 
forth in the applicant’s statement. Re- 
numbered as Rule 31, it provides as fol- 
lows:— 

“31. The application must be accompanied 
by a written declaration, verified by the appli- 
cant, or by a member of the firm, or by an of- 
ficer of the corporation or association applying, 
to the effect that he believes himself, or the 
firm, corporation, or association in whose be- 
half he makes the declaration, to be the owner 
of the trade-mark sought to be registered, and 
that no other person, firm, corporation, or as- 
Sociation, to the best of his knowledge and 
belief, has the right to use the trade-mark, 
either in the identical form or any such near 
resemblance thereto as might be calculated to 
deceive; that such trade-mark is used in com- 
merce among the several States, or with for- 
eign nations or with Indiap tribes; that the 
drawing truly represents the trade-mark sought 
to be registered; that the specimens (or fac- 
similes) show the mark as actually used upon 
the goods; and that the facts set forth in the 
statement are true.’’ 

The requirements of Section 3 of the 
Currier act regarding the applications of 
foreigners having manufacturing estab- 
lishments within the territory of the 
United States have made it necessary to 
revise Rule 31, which, renumbered as Rule 
33, provides as follows:— 

**33. If the applicant resides or is located in 
a foreign country, the declaration required, un- 
less the application is presented under the pro- 


visions of section 2 of the act of May 4, 1906, 
shall also set forth that the trade-mark has 
been registered by the applicant, or that an 
application for the registration thereof has 


in the foreign country in 


been filed by him 
and shall give 


which he resides or is located, 
the date of such registration, or of the ap- 
plication therefor, as the case may be. In 
such cases it shall not be necessary to state 
that the mark has been used in commerce with 
the United States or among the States thereof. 
“If the application is presented under the pro- 
visions of said section 2 of the act of May 
4, 1906, the declaration, in addition to the re- 
quirement of Rule 31, must state that the ap- 
plicant has a manufacturing establishment 
within the territory of the United States and 
that the goods upon which the trade-mark is 
used are the product of such establishment,’’ 


The new regulations take effect coin- 
cidently with the Currier trade-mark law, 
which goes into force on June 1. 

In this connection the Secretary of the 
Treasury has called the attention of col- 
lectors of customs to the provisions of 
Section 3 of the Currier act, the text of 
which is as follows:— 

“Sec, 3. That any owner of a trade-mark 
who shall have a manufacturing establishment 
within the territory of the United States shall 
be accorded, so far as the registration and pro- 
tection of trade-marks used on the products of 
such establishment are concerned, the same 
rights and privileges that are accorded to

Mr. Yopp says that the foregoing 
prices are based on actual sales made 
about the first of each month, as 
stated, and makes this explanation:— 


When pure lard is high most of the oil 
is used by the packing houses. When 
pure lard is cheap most of the oil goes 
abroad, a great deal of it to the soap 
kettle. The size of the cotton crop does 
not regulate the price of oil. Rather it 
is the corn crop. In 1901 and 1902 there 
was a short corn crop in the United 
States. Corn is fed to hogs, and hogs be- 
ing high, as a consequence lard was also 
high. Therefore the demand for cotton 
seed oil which ran the price up to the 
figures indicated.

Opium Poppy Culture. 


Consul Thomas H. Norton writes a 
comprehensive article on the culture 
of the opium poppy in Asia Minor 
with processes of extraction and com- 
mercial handling. Mr. Norton is of the 
opinion that the United States offers 
an admirable field for opium-poppy 
raising, the importance of the product 
being evident by the statement that 
the American imports of opium amount 
to about $1,200,000 annually. 


The total opium crop of Turkey for the 
past ten years has been as high as 11,000 
“couffes”’ or baskets of 165 to 17% pounds 
each (the crop in 1902), but the crop of 
1905 totaled only 3,500 baskets. The aver- 
age annual exportation of opium from 
Smyrna amounts from 200 to 225 tons, 
ranging in value from $1,400,000 to $1,600,000. 
Mesopotamia also averages $600,000 in 
opium exports per year. Another opium 
region is Malatia, near Harput, where the 
best grades assayed 10 per cent. mor- 
phine. From Samsoun, in northern Asia 
Minor, about 70 tons are exported annu- 
ally. In European Turkey the opium is 
marketed at Salonica, where some grades 
have assayed as high as 13 per cent. mor- 


phine. A large proportion of Turkey’s 
opium roduction is exported to the 
United States. 


Mr. Norton suggests that for poppy cul- 
ture in the United States the numerous 
upland regions skirting the Appalachian 
range and adjoining the Rocky Mountain 
and coast regions offer climatic condi- 
tions closely resembling those which ex- 
ist in the favored sections of Asia Minor. 
In Turkey the old-time methods of opium- 
poppy culture are still in vogue, which 
the consul believes American ingenuity 
could greatly improve upon, The Ameri- 
can Department of Agriculture has al- 


ready been experimenting with growing 
the opium poppy in Vermont, Texas and 
California, the greatest success having 
been attained in the first-named State 
They announce that they have already 


been successful in producing morphine ai- 
rectly from the poppy and are looking 
for further favorable results from experi- 
mental work.

Sulphate of Zinc as a Paint Material. 


Zinc sulphate, commonly known as 
white copperas and white vitriol, and to 
science as Goslarite, is a combination of 
the metal.zinc with sulphur and oxygen 
in the proportion of about 40 per cent. of 
metallic zinc, 40 per cent. oxygen and 
per cent. sulphur, having the chemical 
formula Zn SO, When well dried, it is 
in the form of a white powder, somewhat 
erystaline and readily soluble in 7 times 
its weight of water. It may be con- 








verted into Zinc Hydroxide by a solu- 
tion of soda under this eauation:— 
ZnSO, + 2NaOH = NaSOQ, + ZnO,H, 
Zine sul- + Soda in = Sodium -+ Zine hy- 
phate in solution. sulphate droxide 
solution. soluble. ——- 
ate. 


As a pigment it has not the body, cov- 
ering power or opacity of zinc oxide, zinc 
sulphide or even zinc carbonate, because 
it fs not as amorphous as any of these, 
but it it has, to some 
extent, sroperty, which none 
of these This, however, is not 
inherent to zinc sulphate to any great 
decree, and it is a fact well known to 
the practical men in the trade, that it 
cannot approach even the weakest man- 
rvanese or lead salts in attracting the 
drying agent oxygen to linseed or other 
drying oils. Whatever drying action it 
imparts seems to be more of a purifying 
action on oils and varnishes, for when 
zinc sulphate is dried sharply and then 
springled over a container of turbid oil 
or varnish, it precipitates to the bottom 
of the container, taking with it any 
impurities in the liquid, leaving it clear 
and permitting it to dry much more uni- 
soraety and more quickly than before be- 
ing treated with this zinc salt. Being 
dried sharply, it also absorbs any small 
amount of moisture that may be in the 
oil or varnish.

Zine sulphate is constituent in many of 
the paste driers, now mostly absolute and 


was used in combination with lead 
acetate, manganese borate, manganese 
sulphate, litharge, white lead, zinc oxide, 
barium, sulphate and Paris white, etc., 
according to the idea of the manufactur- 
er. 

In Great Britain and Germany, many 
brands of white paste paints have been 
and are still composed of zine sulphate 
and barium sulphate. What is now gen- 
erally known as lithopone, a combination 
of zinc sulphide and barium sulphate, is 
the outcome of experiments started with 
a method of precipitating zinc sulphate 
by means of a soluble sulphide, such as 
barium and then heating the precipitate, 
thus producing a white igment, zinc 
oxysulphide, or Griffith’s White, named 
after the inventor. This method would 
not be economical enough at the present 
day, nor does it produce results as satis- 
factory as those obtafned in the present 
processes of manufacturing the zinc sul- 
phide and barium sulphate combination 
whites, known under such brands as 
lithophone, vonolith, Charlton white, Dia- 
mont White, Stone white, ete. Obser- 
vations on zine sulphate and barium sul- 
yhate paints, however, while they do not 
lave the covering power to the extent 
of other zinc combinations, have proven 
themselves resistent in damp atmospheres 
to a greater extent than any other white 
paint which may be attributed to the 
indistrustability of the pigment. 

As far as paint manufacture in the 
United States is concerned, zine sulphate 
may be considered a very small factor, 
either as pigment or drying medium, 
Sulphate of zine is used to a very 
limited extent in the making of some of 
the aniline colors and to a greater ex- 
tent in the dyeing of textile fabrics, re- 
placing tin crystals in the sulpho-aniline 
dyes and also in calico printing for pro- 
ducing light effects with certain of the 
aniline colors.

PALM.—The demand is said to be im- 
proving and, although there has been 
no change manifested in prices, the 
undertone of the market has been very 
strong. Primary conditions are report- 
ed firmer, and local dealers, as a rule, 
are looking for a higher market. Spot 
Lagos is held at 6@6%c., and we report 
a sale of ten casks at 64%c. July ship- 
ments from Liverpool are quoted at 
5.80@5%c.; commercial Lagos is held at 
5% @byec., and prime red at 5%c., ac- 
cording to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. The demand for palm kernel 
is reported good and prices have ruled 
steady at the recent advance, We quote 
shipments to Atlanic seaboard 6%c. and 
65%c., basis to Chicago, for prompt from 
Liverpool. 

OLIVE.—There has been no material 
improvement to the situation since our 
last report. The market has been dull 
and featureless, with quotations un- 
changed. The dullness in the silk man- 
ufacturing business is one of the rea- 
sons given for the stagnation in olive 
oil. Probably after the silk manufac- 
turers have palmed off all the inferior 
stuff they are quoted as having made 
there will be a better demand both for 
olive oil and real silk. At the moment 
trade seems to be limited to five-barrel 
lots. We quote spot yellow at 56@60c., 
as to acid test; July shipments are held 
at 544%@56c., as to acid test; Tuscan

CORN.—Business in the local market, 
using the words of one of the largest 
dealers, has been flat during the week. 
Aside from a local jobbing demand, 
trade has been quiet. All the competi- 
tive oils at the moment appear dull, 
and when activity is manifested in 
these, it will probably be reflected in 
corn oil. Inquiries for export are said 
to be fair; we heard of one shipment of 
1,000 barrels to Hamburg. Parcels for 
prompt and forward are held at 4%@ 
4%c., as to quantity and terms of sale. 

MUSTARD.—There has been no im- 
provement in the demand during the 
week. Trade has been light and con- 
fined to only such parcels as are need- 
ed for current requirements. Prices 
have ruled steady at 51@53c., and we 
hear of a parcel of ten barrels that was 
disposed of at 52c. 

RAPE.—The demand is reported fair, 
although parcels moving are of sea- 
sonable proportions and confined more 
or less to the jobbing element.

Jacksonville, June 26, 1906. 


The conditions existing throughout the tur- 


pentine belt of Florida are less favorable 
than they have been for several years, In 
the first place, the labor has been scarce, and 


the laborers who are engaged are as a rule 
of a poor quality. Added to this, the exces- 
sive rains have had a tendency to greatly re- 


tard operations, and operators find themselves 
ult least two weeks behind, The operators are 
looking into the labor question as a problem 
which must be solved within the next few 
months. One of the largest operators in the 
State and a gentleman who is associated with 
others in the manufacture of naval stores in 
various places in the State, said to the corre- 


spondent of the Reporter recently that the ne- 
eroes were becoming more and more shiftless, 
and were giving the operators a great deal of 
trouble. The negro to-day is not the negro 
laborer of a few years ago. He has been 
viven an air of independence because of the 


high salaries which have been paid during 
the past three years. Heretofore a laborer 
was compelled to work all of the week in 
order to support himself and family. _ Now 
they can work just half the time and live 
hetter than they were formerly living when 
their wages were less than half what they 
are at the present time. Much has been said 
of late in reference to the high prices which 
are being paid for turpentine and rosin to- 
day. While this is true, the price of stump- 
age and the cost of labor, mules, and feed 
has gone up proportionately. Operators claim 


that there is not much money in making tur- 
pentine at 60 cents, though it is believed by 
those who have given the matter some study 
and who are not interested in the manufacture 
of naval stores that there is money in tur- 


pentine at the present figure, which is nearly 
% cents under the figure they name for a 
profit. 

At Gainesville, in this State, about fifty 
Chinese laborers are at work making turpen- 
tine, and it is claimed that they make a 
fairly good class of labor. Naval stores ope- 
rators, who have visited a camp and who 


have noted the Chinaman’s way of working, 
claim that they cannot touch the negro in ef- 
ficiency nor in the amount of labor which 
the negro performs, There is not 
much that the Chinamen will be 


average 
probability 
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accepted as a solution for the labor problem 
in the turpentine belt. Italians have been 
tried, but they have proved unreliable. One 
operator who brought about fifty Italians here 
and put them to work, says that they are 
disorganizers of the first class. They had not 
been at work a day before they were making 
effort to secure the eight-hour plan. The col- 
ored laborers usually work ten, and some of 
them eleven hours for one day. The Italians 
were set adrift in iess than three weeks after 
they had been secured. With the exception 
of three they returned to New York City. A 
few Germans have been tried. The German is 
a good and steady worker, but the manufacture 
of naval stores is not a work to which he 
is adapted. He does not take to it readily. 
The rains have been general throughout this 
State and in South Florida they are still con- 
tinuing. Some of the low lands are under 
water and it is with the greatest difficulty 
that the operators can get their men to work,

of trading pointed to the theory that the 
bottom price has been reached for this 
naval stores season. Factors were slow to 
dispose of their holdings at the first, but 
toward the early part of this week the sales 
increased and the stocks were somewhat 
depreciated. Selling on future contracts has 
been going on here to a great extent, factors 
deciding to let what they had apply that 
way. The receipts have not been up to last 
year, but this is accounted for by the theory 
that owing to there being such a quantity 
of water in the woods the operators are not 
up to last season in their work. For the ap- 
proaching several days there is but little 
hopes of a raise in the price of turpentine. 
The operators appear to be taking no steps 
toward an attempt to control the market 
as they did three years ago, and the plan 
offered by an export company to provide for 
tanking what could not be sold at better 
prices has met with but little response. 
While the operators appear to be not satis- 
fied with the conditions as they exist, they 
are loath to step into the same muddle 
which resulted from their last deal to com- 
bine for the purpose of controlling the mar- 
ket.

Turpentine.—The market has been an inter- 
esting one. The pressure to sell French all 
over Europe has greatly interfered with the 


sale of American. In their anxiety to sell the 
French sent some parcels to inexperienced 
hands in London, who made havoc of our 


market, and it is reported that under 42s. was 
accepted here on onday, ex wharf London. 
To-day’s price, however, is 42s. 9d. To-day’s 
price of American is 46s. 6d. on the spot, but 
first half of July offers at 43s.; July-December 
also offers at 43s. The low price of first fort- 
night in July is due to the steamer expected 
here in about three weeks’ time with turpen- 
tine not belonging to the holders of the Lon- 
don. stock, The Clematis arrived here last 
week with 6.400 barrels. French turpentine 
has been as much pressed for sale in Germany 
and North Europe generally as it has been in 
London, This has interfered with the sale in 
Antwerp and Rotterdam. There is little doubt 
that the French crop is a record one this year. 

Rosin.—Although dull, is not so depressed as 


turpentine. We quote strained at 8s. 64.@8s. 
94., E. F. G. at 9s. 64., W. W. at 12s. in 
London.

Chicago, June 27, 1906. 


The trade is quiet. There is some demand 
for tankege from the Southwestern buyers but 
little demand from the South. Some of the 
buyers who usually wait till later in the sea- 
son to take their quota of materials have been 
on the market recently buying ahead, and sales 
have extended as far as October. The buying 
is somewhat of a speculative nature, as there 
is a general opinion that because the stocks are 
smaller than usual at this season of the year, 
the market will be on a higher plane when the 
fall demand begins. Prices are uneven. Sellers 
who have succeeded in disposing of the bulk 
of their supplies have lifted the prices, while 
others have held them without change. 

DRIED BLOOD.—There is little demand for 
blood. The fact that the outlet is light has 
enabled the packers to increase the size of their 
stocks somewhat, though not to very large 
figures. The price at which blood is now 
quoted is merely nominal, $2.40. Some sales 
have been reported this week but the reports 
lack verification, 

HOOF MEAL.—There is no trading. The 
market is nominally steady. Stocks are light, 
and no attempt is made by the big sellers to 
interest buyers, it being out of the regular sea- 
son. Packers quote $2.32%. 

TANKAGE.—The market for tankage is the 
only one in which there is any great amount of 
activity at this time, and the buying of tank- 
age is not very liberal, though more than is 
generally to be expected at this time of the 
year. A feature of the market is the offering 
freely of high grade tankage, and the scarcity 
of the low grade stuff. Every year the pack- 
ers are improving the grade of tankage and the 
trade declares that it will not be long till most 
of the make is of high grade stuff. This is due 
to the fact that packers can make more money 
on the high grades than on the undergrade 
stuff, and do not care for the latter business. 
Sales have been made to Southeastern buyers of 
high grade tankage at $2.35 per ton for the 
12 and 12, and $2.27% and 10c. for the 11 and 
15, both ground. These are now the prevailing 
prices for this class of tankage. For the 9 and 
20 crushed $2.17% and 10 is the quotable price. 
The only low grade stuff which is offered now

on. 

BONE MBEAL.—There is no regular raw bone 
meal, but a few sales of junk raw bone have 
been made during the week. It is salable at 
$21@22 per ton, Chicago. Steamed bone meal is 
in demand at $17.50 bulk, and $18.50 in bags. 

CONCENTRATED SHEEP MANURE.—De- 
mand for sheep manure is not so active as it 
has been, but the bulk of stuff is still kept sold 
ahead. The make is rather liberal for this time 
of the year. Prrices are about the same as 
they were last week, $7@7.25 per ton, Chicago

The Pure Food and Drug Biils 


Washington, June 29, 1906. 


The House of Representatives has 
passed the House Committee’s substitute 
for the Senate pure food and drug bill and 
the two measures at this writing are be- 
fore the Conference Committee, composed 
of three members of each Housegwho will 
endeavor to harmonize their Conflicting 
provisions before the adjournment of the 
present session. The debate on the meas- 
ure in the House was largely devoted to 
the provisions of the bill relating to the 
use of narcotics and the measure as finally 
passed is materially different from the 
text as reported by the House Committee. 

After hearing representatives of the 
various drug trade organizations and also 
of the Proprietary Association of America, 
the committee reported a provision under 
the terms of which preparations contain- 
ing only certain stated minimum quanti- 
ties of narcotics need bear no labels, but 
this feature encountered the opposition of 
Representative Mann, of Illinois, who had 
been placed in charge of the bill by the 
committee and a movement set on foot by 
him resulted: in the rejection of the com- 
mittee amendment and the adoption of a 
provsion requiring preparations containing 
narcotics, no matter how small the quan- 
tity, to bear labels showing the exact 
amount, 

Mr. Mann, who opened the debate on the 
bill, after dealing with its general fea- 
tures, took up the subject of drug provi- 
sions. He said in part:— 


“When the bill came to the House from 
the Senate it contained no provision in ref- 
erence to narcotics. We inserted in the bill 
a provision, as presented to the House, in 
reference to medicines, which of course in- 
cludes what are called ‘proprietary’ or ‘pat- 
ent’ medicines; that they shall be deemed 
misbranded if they fail to bear a state- 
ment on the label of the preparation, how 
much in quantity of alcohol, cocaine or 
other poisonous substance there is contained 
in the package. The committee have an 
amendment to that proposition to submit to 
the House. In the House bill we would have 
required a statement of the alcohol, for in- 
stance, in Pharmacopoelal remedies which 
are definite in the Pharmacopoeia as to their 
contents. It would be useless to require a 
statement of the alcohol or other medicines 
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in those Pharmacopoelal remedies, because 
they are accessible, and everyone can know 
exactly what they contain if they comply 
ane the Pharmacopoeia as required by the 

“Then we thought that it would not be 
fair to require this statement, ‘or other poi- 
sonous substance which may be contained 
therein,’ after we had given the matter full 
reflection, both because no one knows what 
would be the definition of ‘or other poison- 
ous substance,’ and also because there are 
various poisonous substances, in no way 
habit-forming drugs, the disclosure of which 
nfght require the person manufacturing 
them to disclose their full formula with- 
out any benefit to the public. We propose 
to offer an amendment, setting forth the 
names of the articles, so that we will pro- 
vide that as to all of these medicines there 
shall be stated the quantity or proportion of 
morphine, opium, cocaine, heroin, alpha or 
beta eucane, chloroform, cannabis indica, 
chloral hydrate or acetanilid,\ or any deriva- 
tive or preparation of any such substances 
contained therein; and I ‘have collected, both 
through my own efforts and through the 
efforts of the committee, and I may say 
partly through the efforts of Mr. Samuel 
Hopkins Adams, of Collier’s Weekly, a large 
number of instances showing where deaths 
have occurred by reason of these products 
being placed in soothing syrups and in other 
medicines offered for sale under various de- 
scriptions without anything to indicate the 
contents. There are medicines now upon the 
market, advertised in the strongest language 
which can be found, for the cure of the 
opium habit, which medicines themselves 
contain opium enough to give one the opium 
habit.”’ 

Representative Crumpacker, of Indiana, 
here interrupted Mr. Mann to ask him a 
question as follows:— 

“I have just received a telegram from a 
gentleman in Lafayette, Ind., insisting that 
the provisions the gentleman is discussing 
ought to go out of the bill, because he says 
it would be advertising these nostrums as 
containing opium, morphine and other drugs 
of this character, which would tend largely 
to increase their consumption; in other 
words, that it would be an advertisement of 
drugs that people with morbid tastes are 
seeking. I should like to have the gentle- 
man’s opinion upon that proposition.” 


Mr. Mann replied that much could be 
said on either side of the question pro- 
pounded by Mr. Crumpacker. He added:— 
“There is no doubt whatever that it will 
advertise the fact that the articles contain 


opium or morphine. Doubtless the gentle- 
man who sent the telegram is in some way 
interested in the sale of the articles. We 
have had a number of suggestions of that 
kind made, coming generally, though not 
always, from people who wish to sell the 
articles, and who, if they believed it would 
increase the sale of the articles, would be 
the first ones who would want the adver- 
tisement on the label. We cannot under- 
take to prevent the man who is an opium 
fiend from obtaining opium, but we can 
undertake to prevent the man who never 
wishes to take opium from taking it with- 
out knowning that he is taking it.’’ 

Mr. Crumpacker responded that he 
agreed with Mr. Mann that the advertise- 
ment of preparations containing narcotics 
probably would not increase their use ex- 
cept among those already addicted to the 
habit, but that perhaps it would guard in- 
nocent people against a danger from which 
they should be protected. Continuing his 
argument Mr. Mann said:— 


“Mr. Chairman, upon that very point, the 
Proprietary Medicine Association is a powerful 
organization, because it is the greatest adver- 
tiser that there is in the papers of the country. 
Some of the officials of the Proprietary Medi- 
cine Association are endeavoring and have 
been endeavoring for some time past in every 
way possible to prevent this provision going 
into the pure-food bill. We have been urged 
from every part of the country to support the 
bill as it came from the Senate. I read in the 
New York Tribune this morning a ferocious 
editorial against this provision of the bill, be- 
cause it was not strong enough to satisfy the 
editor, and urging that we take the bill as it 
came from the Senate, although the Senate bill

does not contain a word or a line upon the 
subject. Doubtless the New York Tribune was 
imposed upon, as other newspapers have been 
imposed upon. The physicians of my city sent 
me a petition requesting me to support the 
Senate bill, because that prohibited the use of 
opium and morphine, and urging me to have 
the House bill changed, because that per- 
mitted the use of opium and morphine. 

“In the mail this morning I received, and I 
suppose other members of the House received, 
a letter from Charles A, L. Reed, chairman of 
the committee on legislation of the American 
Medical Association, an association of the 
highest character and a gentleman of the best 
possible character, requesting us to support 
the Heyburn pure-food and drug bill. That is 
the Senate bill. Just why that letter happened 
to fall in here at this time I do not know. I 
do not believe it was inspired by improper mo- 
tives on the part of the gentleman, although 
it refers to a resolution adopted in this city 
last January about the Heyburn bill then under 
discussion in the Senate, and in the same 
breath praised the Hepburn bill then awaiting 
consideration in the committee, still urging 
the Senate bill. 

‘Here is a petition from the pharmacists pro- 
testing against the restriction which it was 
supposed the committee would allow of a 2 per 
cent. or two grains, of opium to the ounce 
without putting it on the label. They say:— 

**Under the petition we believe that the 
clause in the bill as it came from the Senate, 
providing for labeling certain medicines, is de- 
sirable.’ 

‘“‘And yet there is no such clause in the Sen- 
ate bill; there is no such provision in the Sen- 
ate bill. The only provision upon the subject 
is in the House bill reported by the committee 
to the House. At the same time we have re- 
ceived petitions, and here is one from the phy- 
sicians:— 

‘“* *While heartily favoring the pure-food bill 
as it came from the Senate, we respectfully 
protest against two amendments that we un- 
derstand will be proposed in the House.’ 

‘‘And they say that they understand there 
will be an amendment in the House allowing 
the habit-forming drugs to be sent forth with- 
out stating the quantity, and they do not wish 
that; but they wish the Senate bill, which 
does not contain a word on the subject. 

‘Now, I give great credit to the Proprietary 
Association of America. Not daring to fight 
this bill in the open, not daring to say that 
they were afraid to state the quantity of nar- 
cotics in their drugs, they have falsified in 
some way about this bill and endeavored to 
give the country the impression that it was the 
Senate bill which provided for labeling the

narcotics in drugs and that it was the House 
bill that proposed to strike it out, when, as a 
matter of fact, the Senate bill has nothing 
upon the subject, and it was the House com- 
mittee that put it in. It might not be con- 
venient for the Proprietary Association to op- 





the proposition openly, because they 
sed a resolution favoring the strictest of 
legislation upon the subject of the use of 


narcotics, which resolution I ask to put in the 
Record as follows:— 

‘Resolved, That this association thor- 
oughly disapproves of any effort on the part 
of any persons or firms, members of this as- 
sociation or not, to market as medicines any 
articles which are intended to be used as 
alcoholic beverages, or in which the medica- 
tion is insufficient to bring the preparation 
properly within the category of legitimate 
medicines. 

“ ‘Resolved, That the Legislative Commit- 
tee be, and hereby is, instructed to earnestly 
advocate legislation which shall prevent the 
use of alcohol in proprietary medicines for 
internal use in excess of the amount neces- 
sary as a solvent and preservative. 

“ ‘Resolved, That the Legislative Commit- 
tee be also instructed to continue its efforts 
in behalf of legislation for the strictest regu- 
lation of the sale of cocaine and other nar- 
ecotics and poisons or medicinal preparations 
containing the same. 

“Resolved, That this association urges 
upon its members the most careful scrutiny 
of the character of their advertising and of 
claims for the efficacy of their various pre- 
scriptions, avoiding all overstatements.’ 

“Now, Mr. Chairman, I have already occu- 
pied more time on this subject than I desired 


to. Just a word on the subject of adultera- 
tion. Most foods are not adulterated, let me 
say. In our investigation, which has been 


quite extensive, we find that a great mass of 
the foods are not adulterated. In the greater 
number of the classes of food they are not 
adulterated. The greater proportion of the 
classes of food are not adulterated, and there 
has been since the pure-food agitation com- 
menced a few years ago and State Legisla- 
tures passed acts upon this subject, a marked 
reduction in the quantity and number of 
adulterations in different classes of foods, 
and yet everywhere the honest manufacturer, 
the honest dealer, is met with competition 
more or less keen and dangerous by the use 
of adulterated or short-weighted goods.” 


Mr. Mann then read a list of articles 
frequently found to be adulterated, in- 
cluding olive oil, to which he said was 
frequently added cottonseed oil, peanut 
oll, sunflower oil, corn oil and other veg- 
etable oils, whereupon Representative 
Stanley, of Kentucky, asked if he thought 
that the adulteration of olive oil or lard 
with cottonseed oil was unhealthy, to 
which Mr. Mann replied:— 

“Not in the slightest degree in the world, 
and there is no objection, I may say to the 
gentleman, to cottonseed oil as a salad oil. 
It is fully as good, in the opinion of many 
people, but it costs much less than does olive 
oil, and the use of the cottonseed oil would 
probably be increased several hundredfold if 
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the people all understood that that was what 
they had been using. They might do it more 
freely if they could buy it for a much less 
price than they are now paying.” ; 
Mr. Mann illustrated his argument with 
a large number of samples of adulterated 
goods, and in this connection he said:— 
“The gentleman referred to olive oil. I 
have here a quart of gennine olive oil, bear- 
ing the name of the manufacturer. Here is 
a bottle bearing the same name, purporting 
to be made by the same person, sold at the 


same price, but filled in this country, the 
whole thing a counterfeit, cottonseed oil, 
and, by the way, a sample of oii which, I 


am informed, was used for a time and eaten 
with relish and great avidity by members of 
the Union League Club of Philadelphia. 
(Laughter.) Here is another package of the 
same sort, a counterfeit of the same name 
and the same company, also filled with cot- 
tonseed oil. Here is a package containing 
machinery oil. And gentlemen will notice 
that the makers of these counterfeits not 
only succeed in reducing the quality of the 
article, but also the quantity. Both pack- 
ages are the same size, one containing ma- 
chinery oil, and probably half or two-thirds 
full, the other containing olive oil, an argu- 
ment in reference both to quality and quan- 
tity.” 

Taking up the subject of preservatives, 
Mr. Mann said:— 


“The use of preservatives is a matter of 
some contest and controversy, but there is a 
class of preservatives about which there is 
no controversy as to their unhealthfulness. 
All through the country there have from 
time to time appeared advertisements of 
various articles for the purpose of prevent- 
ing the deterioration of foods. Here is a 
bottle of so-called ‘freezem’ intended to con- 
vey the idea that it would do the same 
work that cold storage would do in the 
preservation of meat or vegetables. But, al- 
though this article will, to a certain extent, 
preserve the meat or fruit or vegetables 
upon which it is sprinkled, it is injurious to 
health without question, being composed 
largely of sulphite of soda and red coal-tar 
dye. It has been used very extensively. 
One of the articles upon the table here which 
has attracted some attention is a sample of 
honey, in the preparation of which the 
acumen of man has really reached its high- 
est point. The specimen is composed of glu- 
cose, but it still deceives by containing a bug 
or a bee. Who, when looking at the clear 
amber substance, which resembles honey in 
appearance, with a bee floating in it, would 
suspect that it never had seen the inside of 
a hive, but only came from the glucose fac- 
tory?” 

In concluding his remarks Mr. Mann 
presented to the House a memorandum 
of habit-forming drugs and a series of 
notes on some preparations containing 
such drugs for insertion in the official 
Record as follows:—

a certain ‘‘patent medicine’’ 
and opium, these data have, doubtless, been 
earefully confirmed. In the case of a few of 


the preparations named below, the label states 
that cocaine, ete., are contained; a few others 
are ostensibly sold only on physicians’ pre- 
scriptions, but most of them are entirely secret 
and in many cases stated to be harmless. 

The patent medicines containing a large per- 


centage of alcohol are not given here, for, as 
a result of recent rulings of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, there have been 
extensive changes in the composition of this 
class of medicines. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that there are still upon the market a 


number of medicines containing a considerable 
percentage of alcohol in combination with 
drugs for which there is little recognized use.

from the older fields have flocked there 
and state the scenes remind them of 
the early days. The production in IIll- 
inois will make good the decrease in 
Ohio and Indiana, but thus far no new 
territory has been discovered where the 
higher grades of oil may be obtained 
and consequently the supply of these

Refined and Products 


The demand for refined for export 
has continued good during the past 
week and the outlook is regarded as 
favoring the expectation of continued 
liberal European requirements. The 
conditions abroad show no material 
change, though there appedrs to be a 
feeling of uncertainty in the European 
markets as to the prospects of supplies 
from Russia. This is attributed to the 
conflicting reports of the internal 
troubles, some’ of which were to the ef- 
fect that the seat of the petroleum in- 
dustry was seriously affected. Others, 
however, have been to the effect that 
everything is quiet at Baku and 
Batoum, and our correspondent writes 
that work is going on without hin- 
drance, Late cablegrams, however, 
have been less reassuring. The engage- 
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ments during the past week amounted 
to about 200,000 barrels, all for ship- 
ment in bulk. The price of barreled 
oil has remained firm at 7.80c. for New 
York loading and 7.75c. for Philadelphia 
loading. The principal foreign markets 
are steady.

The quotation for residuals 
for prompt delivery advanced to 27 copecks per 
pood and for delivery during the navigation to 
27% copecks perepood. Kerosene for prompt 
and forward delivery advanced % copeck per 
pood to 25%@26 copecks per pood respectively. 
The quotation for kerosene for delivery f. o. b. 
vessel on the Caspian Sea for despatch to the 
interior by the Volga was quoted at 25% co- 
pecks. There is very little buying of kerosene 
at the moment. Work continues without in- 
terruption, and if the conditions remain satis- 
factory it is hoped that the production may be 
gradually increased. Although no disturbances 
have broken out at Baku there is considerable 
unrest. 

At Batoum and Novorossisk the position is 
unchanged. The position is quiet and loading of 
vessels and other work continues uninter- 
ruptedly. The steamship Stag, which sailed 
recently, took 66,700 cases for five ports in the 
Red Sea. Mr. Siderides’ factory is working 
very regularly and satisfactorily. Up to the 
present, however, neither Messrs. Mantacheff 
nor Bnito’s factory have commenced work, 
although there are persistent rumors that 
Mantacheff will resume work shortly.

Petroleum Pipe Lines Common 


Carriers. 


Washington, June 29, 1906. 


The freight rate bill was finally agreed 
to this afternoon, both House and Senate 
adopting the third report of the Confer- 
ence Committee. As finally passed and 
sent to the President for signature, only 
one provision of the bill directly affects 
the petroleum industry. Section 1 pro- 
vides that “the provisions of this act 
shall apply to any corporation or any per- 
sons engaged in the transportation of oil 
or other commodity except water and ex- 
cept natural or artificial gas, by means 
of pipe lines or partly by pipe lines and 
partly by railroad, or partly by pipe lines 
and partly by water, who shall be con- 
strued and held to be common carriers 
within the meaning and a of this 
act, etc., etc.’’ Thus pipe lines are classed 
as common carriers and placed under the 
control of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

In the bill as agreed to there is no re- 
striction upon pipe-line companies con- 
veying their own oil, the provision of the 
bill prohibiting common carriers from 
transporting their own products being 
confined to “railroad companies.”’ 

The House promptly agreed to the con- 
ference report on the rate bill, under 
which the provision prohibiting ‘‘common 
carriers’’ from transporting their own 
procuets was limited to “‘railroads,’’ there- 

y removing all restrictions from pipe 
lines, bui the presentation of the report of 
the Senate resulted in a spirited debate 
and ultimately the conference report was 
sent back to the conferees for further con- 
sideration. Senator Elkins, of West Vir- 

inia, was the first speaker on the con- 
erence report. He-drew attention to the 
fact that he was the author of the so- 
called commodity amendment, which as 
introduced by him applied to railroads 
only, being intended to prohibit railroads 
from going into the business of coal min- 
ing in competition with mining companies 
obliged to ship over the same lines. Con- 
tinuing, Senator Elkins said:— 


“In the adoption of this amendment and the 
discussion of it the wording was changed, and 
‘common carrier’ was substituted in place of 
‘railroads,’ with the limitation of not allow- 
ing a common carrier to transport its own 
products. This produced the confusion that a 
pipe line is not permitted to transport its own 
products. West Virgina is probably the largest 
oil-producing State in the Union. I believe 
the sale of oil averages $50,000 per day in 
‘West Virgnia. It is a very large income w 
our people. So far as I know, there has never 
been a complaint of any kind by anybody 
against pipe lines. The fact is the pipe lines 
.purchase 4)l.or nearly all the oil produced in 
“West Virginia and transport it as their own 
oil, the Standard Oil being the largest pipe- 
liné company in the State. So far as I am 
advised none of the pipe lin-s condemned the 
right of way or exercised the right of eml- 
nent domain in building théir pipe-line sta- 
tlons—‘pumping stations,’ as they call them.’* 


The State of West Virginia, Mr. Elkins 
said, had passed a law making pipe lines 
common carriers but had never thought of 
Brome ne such lines from carrying their 
own oil. In this connection he said:— 


“The legislature wisely said you can trans- 
port your own oil, but you must transport your 
heighbor’s if offered to you. This is just what 
Congress should say—no more, no —. 
this is what this amendment permits. t 
would be a little short of confiscation to pre- 
hibit pipe lines, after expense of purchasing 
ofl lands and building their lines, to prohibit 
them from transporting their own oil. 

‘The State of West Virginia is vitally in- 
terested in this question by reason of its being 
a large oil-producing State, although every 
State that does produce oi] is interested, and 
the States that may find oil will be inter- 
ested. 

“I want to explain to the Senate the way 
that oll leases are made, the method of pro- 
ducing oil, and of discovering oll. 

‘“‘We have what are known as ‘oil exploft- 
ers." They are men not of large means gen- 
erally. ‘They are familiar with the business 
of finding oil and exploiting oil. They go into 
a State, for instance, the State of West Vir- 
ginia. They find a section of country they 
judge to be oil-producing territory. They get 
together enough money to put down a well. 
Before they do that they make a lease from 
the owner of the land, which is ordinarily a 
dollar a year rent per acre until oil is pro- 
duced. ‘Sometimes {t is more; sometimes it is 
less; ‘but it will average a dollar per acre a 
year. ‘In the agreement is incorporated a pro- 
vision that the lessees shall bore a well in so 
many months. Then when the well produces 
the farmer gets one-eighth of the production 
and the lessee ceases to pay rent. 

“So this question affects seriously the farm 
ers of West Virginia, and, [ will say, the 
farmers of Indiana, Illinois, Ohio, and Kansas. 
and other States producing oil. 

“Now, it is estimated that the farmers, from 
production and rent, in my State alone, gather 
$2,000,000 per annum. T do not vouch for the 


accuracy of this statement, but I am told that 
is the case.

“There is one criticism that might be made 
of the Standard Oil, that it fixes ‘the price of 
oll. They fix it every day, because it is the 
largest producer and seller of oll in the world, 
In the nature of things this can not be helped, 
but the Standard Company takes all the oil 
offered and pays cash for it. If it and other 
ee, lines did not, what would the producer 

oO; 

“I do not know that the passage of the 
amendment taking away from them the right 
to transport their own product would affect the 
fixing of the price of oil. The Standard Oil 
could avoid this law by incorporating a pro- 
ducing company as well as a pipe line com- 
pany. But how would this help the producer 
or anybody else, while putting it to vast ex- 
pense and trouble? What we wish to do is 
to improve conditions, stop abuses, prevent 
monopolies, but not to injure any interest do- 
ing business in the country. 

“Mr. President, I do not want to imperil the 
independent operator. The Standard Oil Com- 
pany can well take cae of itself. I do be- 
lieve that if this bill was passed as the Senate 
adopted the amendment, the independent op- 
erator would be at the mercy of the Standard 
Oil Company, because the Standard Oil Com- 
pany would then organize a pipe line company, 
an oil producing company, and have that in- 
dependent and separate under a slightly dif- 
ferent ownership, and soon be In a position to 
a all independent operators. This would 
no oO. 

“Here is another feature. A great many 
men, epeculators—and the world is full of 
speculators, and we owe a great deal to them— 
get enough money to test a certain territory. 
In my State and in other States, in Kentucky, 
in the Indian Territory, in Indiana, and in Ten- 
nessee they are hunting for oi] all the time. I 
happen to live in a part of my State where 
oll is not produced; but they are constantly 
boring for oil. Leases are being made all 
around in my vicinity. Perhaps 100,000 acres 
of land are leased in one way and another. 
That land may be from 40 to 50 miles from 
any pipe line, but within 8 or 10 miles of a 
station or a town or a railroad. If oil is found 
they cannot let it go to waste, ae it is liable 
to do; they have not money enough to build to 
some great pipe line, and the pipe line will not 
build to them; but they may have money 
enough and the product may be sufficient in 
quantity .to justify the construction of a short 
pipe line to a railroad station. What are they 
to do? They construct a pipe line to the near- 
est railroad station, say 7 or 8 miles off, and 
they run the oil in that pipe line. It may 
be a 3-inch pipe or a 2-inch pipe. Then the 
call on the railroad for a tank ear. The rail- 
road having furnished the car, the oil reaches 
the market and the producer gets $1.60 per 
barrel, or whatever the price may be on a 
particular day. This is a ready market and 
may give the producer $75 a day. He wants to 
realize. If thie amendment substituting ‘:afl- 
road’ for ‘common carrier’ does not obiain, and 
the pipe line owner is not permitted to sell and 
transport his own oil, how is he to get his oil 
to market? This amendment says partly by 
pipe line and partly by railroad, or partly by 
pipe line and partly by railroad and partiy 
water. To find a market he must go from one 
State to another. It is a cruel thing, it seems 
to me, to deprive this man of his right to 
transport his oil to the neareet stati n and to 
put it in the tank car and send it to -narket 
and get a return for his risk or investment. 
If this matter goes on, then he gets his oil out 
of his district the same as any other producer.” 


Senator Long, of Kansas, made a strong 
appeal to the Senate to accept the amend- 
ment of the Conference Committee con- 
fining the commodity prohibition to rail- 
roads on the ground that if extended to 
pipe lines it would prove far more in- 
jurious to independent oil producers than 
to the Standard Oil Company. He said in 
part:-- 


‘Kansas has the reputation of being some- 
what radical on certain lines of legislation. It 
has the reputation of being extreme when it 
starts in to reform certain abuses; but in all 
the legislation enacted by the Kansas Legisla- 
ture directed against the Standard Oil Com- 
pany that Legislature never thought of enact- 
ins legislation such as we are now consider- 
ng. 

‘This comes from the adoption by the Senate 
of two amendments to the rate bill. One of 
these amendments made pipe lines common car- 
riers. I voted for that amendent; I am in 
favor of it remaining in the bill, but I doubt 
its effectiveness; I doubt whether it will be of 
much practical value. Where the pipe lines 
are in fact common carriers, where they are 
engaged in the transportation of oil for hire, 
where they take the oil of a person or cor- 
poration and transport it from one State to 
another State, I can see no reason why theo 
charges made for that transportation should 
not be placed under the jurisdiction and control 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission, the 
eame as the charges of railroad companies, 
sleeping car companies and express companies. 

“But the difficulty arises in this, that pipe 
vines are not in fact common carriers; they are 
not in fact engaged in the transportation of 
oll for hire. The way the business is carried 
on generally throughout the oil fields is that 
the pipe line is constructed not for the trans- 
portation of oil for hire, but it is constructed 
and owned either by the producers of the oll, 
in order to get their product to market, or by 
the refinery for the purpose of reaching the field 
and obtaining the crude product—generally the 
latter. 

“So it is that this bill, by making all pipe 
lines common carriers, and in another s ction 
providing that a common carrier cannot trans- 
port producte ‘manufactured, mined or groe 
duced by it, or under its author‘ty, or which It 
may own in whole or in part, or in which it 
may have any interest direct or indirect’ strikes 
directly at the oil industry In Kansas, Indian 
Territory and Oklahcoma, for in that fleld pl 
lines are owned by the refineries, either the 
Standard Oil or independent refinerics. They 
own the pipe lines and the pipe lines buy and 
transport the crude oil. Pipe lines are not 
constructed for the purpose of carrying oil for 
hire, but for the purpoge of reaching the field, 
getting the product and transporting it to the 
refinery. 

“Kansas enacted a law making pive lines 
common carriers. In enacting the: law, how- 
ev-r, the Legislature of Kansas did what the 
West Virginia Legislacure did—that is, provid- 
ed how and under what circumstances it should 
be compelled to carry oll. 

“This has been a law for more than @ year, 
and yet there has not been a single barrel of 
ofl tendered to the Standard pipe line or to any 
other pipe line for transportation. Why? Be- 
cause the crude oll taken from the well to be 
transported through the pipe line would have 
to find a market at the other end of the line, 
and the producer of that crude oil would be 
just as helpless at the other end of the line 
as he is at the beginning of the line, where 
the oil is produced. He would have to sell 
the oil at last to the refinery, be it owned by 
the Standard Oil Company or by an indepen- 
dent company. the way the businese is 
carried on is that the producer desires to sell 
his oil where it is produced, and he sells it in 
uimost every instance to the pipe line company, 
and it 's then transported to the refinery. That 
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i3 the way the business ie carried on; and so 
this legislation enacted by the Kansas Legis- 
lature making pipe lines common carriers, di- 
rected especially against the Standard Oil Com- 


pany, has not produced any result.

Senator Clapp, of Minnesota, expressed 
the opinion that a good many of the pro- 
tests reaching the Senate, presumably 
from independent sources, were not gen- 
uine, and in support of this belief he sub- 
mitted a letter signed by George F.. Getty, 
of the Minniehoma Oil Company, of 
Bartlesville, Indian Territory, from which 
the following is an extract:— 

‘There is another matter here which Is caus- 
ing a great deal of agitation among the oil 
producers. I refer to the provision in the rate 
bill regarding making pipe lines common car- 
riers and forbidding them to carry their own 
oll after May 1, 1908. 

“The Standard Oil Company and its subsid- 
jary companies are very active in o — 
these measures, and they are whipping al 
the oil producers into line that they possibly 
can, and telegrams are being sent and letters 
written in great numbers. I myself was in- 
vited in one of the officers of the Standard Oil 
Company and was talked to regarding the 
measure and asked to send telegrams and let- 
ters to any Senators or Members of Congress I 
may know, and a form of telegram was shown 
me and the cost of telegram was to be paid for 
me. 

‘“‘As you doubtless understand, the Standard 
Oil Company has subsidiary companies, and it 
has a large number of operators who, for one 
reason or another, are subservient. Then they 
try to control others through promises, threats, 
fears, and all other ways. A letter has been 
prepared purporting to come from the Mid- 
Continent Oil Producers’ Association, and this 
is addressed to the ‘Honorable Senators and 
Representatives composing the Congress of the 
United Sattes.’ In the first place the Mid- 
Continent Oil Producers’ Association represent 
only a small part of the producers, and, in the 
second place, this letter was not authorized by 
the Mid-Continent Oil Producers’ Association 
itself, but comes through the Executive Com- 
mittee, and is opposed by some of the directors 
even, and was prepared, it appears, as far as 
I can learn, by two men—practically one man 
only. A great deal more would be sald by 
operators if they were not afraid of being 
punished by the Standard. 

“The fact is, conditions here now in the oll 
business are bad, and it is hard to see how 
they can be made much worse. In the first 
place, the Standard Oil Company is paying a 
ridiculously low price for the oil, and in the 
second place, they are only taking a small part 
of the production and they are fighting all 
competition. An analysis of this oil has just 
been handed me, which was made by an ex- 
pert at Oil City, Pa. This analysis shows 14 
per cent, gasoline, 10 per cent. water-white oil, 
85 per cent. export oll, 12 per cent. lubricating, 
and 15 per cent. paraffin. The balance, heavy 
production, can be utilized for vaseline, axle 
grease, etc., for the most part. The oll is 
considered by competent persons who ought 
to know, and I think do know, to be_better 
than the Indiana oil, better than the Illinois 
oil, very much better than the Texas oll, at 
least equal to the Ohio oil, and nearly as good 
as the Pennsylvania oil, and yet the price 
here is only 52 cents per barrel for the best 
grade of oil. The price is hardly a third of 
what it ought to be. The Indian, therefore, is 
being robbed; the Government is his guardian, 
and is apparently standing by and seeing him 
robbed by the Standard Oil Company. If this 
method of handling the oil, as proposed by the 
rate bill, will bring in competition and bet- 
ter conditions, it will certainly be a good thing 
for the Indian owner of the lands and for the 
oll producers. 

“I am not prepared to advise, but I believe 
that Congress will act wisely in this matter. 

“If the Standard was driven out of the pro- 
ducing business and its monopoly taken away, 
the business would probably be adjusted along 
the lines of other business, and I believe it 
would result in better conditions.”’ 

Referring to this letter Senator Clapp 
declared that it threw “some light at 
least upon the sources and inspiration 
back of some of the telegrams and pro- 
tests that have been sent to members of 
the Senate.’’ He added that under the 
bill as it stood he did not believe that a 

ipe line, unless it was engaged in carry- 
ng oil for others and has invoked the 
right of eminent domain, became subject 
to the proposed law. 

On account of the widespread diverg- 
ence of views on the part of the Senate 
leaders with respect to the application of 
the. commodity amendment to pipe lines 
the rate bill was again referred to the 
Conference Committee. 

The conferees spent two days in the ef-

The Completed Pure Food and 


Drugs Bill. 


Washington, June 29, 1906. 


The Conference Committee, to which 
the pure food and drug bill, as passed by 
the House during the past week, was re- 
ferred, by an exhibition of extraordinary 
expedition has succeeded in harmonizing 
the diverse provisions of the two bills on 
the basis of a newly drafted measure 
made up of what the committee believe to 
be the most desirable features of the 
House and Senate drafts. The Reporter’s 
correspondent is therefore able to — 
in this issue the complete text of t oP 
food and drug bill as finally agreed to, 
and as it will doubeless receive the ap- 
proval of the President, as follows:— 


“Be it enacted, etc., That it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person to manufacture within anv 
territory or the District of Columbia, any ar- 
ticle ef food or drug which is adulterated 
or misbranded within the meaning of this 
act; and any person who shall violate any 
of the provisions of this section shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and for each offense 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined not to 
exceed $500, or shall be sentenced to one 
year’s imprisonment, or both such fine and 
imprisonment, in the discretion of the court, 
and for each subsequent offense and conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than $1,000 or 
sentenced to one year’s imprisonment, or both 
such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion 


of the court. 

“Sec, 2 That the introduction into any 
State or Territory or the District of Columbia 
from any other State or Territory or the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, or from any foreign coun- 
try, or shipment to any foreign country of 
any article of food or drugs which is adul- 
terated or misbranded, within the meaning of 
this act, is hereby prohibited; and any per- 
son who shall ship or deliver for shipment 
from any State or Territory or the District 
of Columbia to any other State or Territory or 
the District of Columbia, or to a _ foreign 
country, or who shall receive in any State or 
Territory or the District of Columbia from 
any other State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia, or foreign country, and having so 
received, shall deliver, in original unbroken 
packages, for pay or otherwise, or offer to 
deliver to any other person, any such article 
so adulterated or misbranded within the mean- 
ing of this act, or any person who shall sell 
or offer for sale in the District of Columbia 
or the Territories of the United States any 
such adulterated or misbranded foods or drugs, 
or export or offer to export the same to any 
foreign country, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and for such offense be fined not ex- 
ceeding $200 for the first offense, and upon 
conviction for each subsequent offense not ex- 
ceeding $300, or be imprisoned not exceeding 
one year, or both, in the discretion of the 
court; Provided, That no article shall be 
deemed misbranded or adulterated within the 
provisions of this act when intended for ex- 
port to any foreign country and prepared and 
packed according to the specifications or di- 
rections of the forei purchaser when no 
substance is used in the preparation or pack- 
ing thereof in conflict with the laws of the 
foreign country to which said article is intend- 
ed to be shipped; but if said article shall be 
in fact sold or offered for sale for domestic 
use or consumption, then this proviso shall not 
exempt said article from the operation of any 
of the other provisions of this act. 

“Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the Secretary of Agriculture, and the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor shall make uniform 
rules and regulations for carrying out the 
provisions of this act, including the collection 
and examination of specimens of foods and 
drugs manufactured or offered for sale in the 
District of Columbia, or in any Territo of 
the United States, or which shall be offered 
for sale in unbroken packages in any State 
otber than that in which they shall have 
been respectively manufactured or produced, or 
which shall be received from any foreign 
country, or intended for shipment to any for- 
eign country, or which may be submitted for 
examination by the chief health, foed, or drug 
officer of any State, Territory, or the District 
of Columbia, or at any domestic or foreign 
port through which such product is offered 
for inter-State commerce, or for export or 
import between the United States any 
foreign port or country. 

“Sec. 4. That the examinations of speci- 
mens of foods and drugs shall be made in 
the Bureau of Chemistry of the Department 
of Agriculture, or under the direction and su- 
pervision of such bureau, for the purpose of 
determining from such examinations whether 
such articles are adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of this act; and if it 
shall appear from any such examingtion that 
any such specimens is adulterated or mis- 
branded within the meaning of this act, the 
Secretary of Agriculture shall cause notice 
thereof to be given to the party from whom 
euch sample was obtained. Any party s0 
notified shall be given an opportunity to be 
heard, under such rules and regulations as 
may be prescribed as aforesaid, and if it 
appears that any of the provisions of this act 
have been violated by such party, then the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture shall at once certify the 
facts to the proper United States district attor- 
ney, with a copy of the results of the analysis 
or the examination of such article duly authen- 
ticated by the analyst or officer making such 
examination, under the oath of such officer. Af- 
ter judgment of the court, notice shall be given 
by publication in such manner as may be pre- 
scribed by the rules and regulations aforesaid. 

“Sec. 5. That it shall be the duty of each 
district attorney to whom the Secretary of 
Agriculture shall report any violation of this 
act, or to whom any health or food or drug 
officer or agent of any State, Territory, or the 
District of Columbia, shall present satisfactory 
evidence of any such violation, to cause ap- 
propriate proceedings to be commenced and be 
prosecuted in the proper courts of the United 

tates, without delay, for the enforcement of 
the penalties as in such case herein provided. 

“Sec. 6. That the term ‘drug,’ as used in 
this act, shall include all medicines and prep- 
arations recognized in the United Btates Phar- 
macopoela or National Formulary for internal 
or external use, and any substance or mixture 
of substance intended to be used for the cure, 
mitigation, or prevention of disease of either 
man or other animals. The term ‘food,’ as 
used herein, shall inelude all articles used 
for food, drink, confectionery, or condiment by 
man or other animals, whether simple, mixed, 
or compound. 

‘Sec. 7. That for the purpose of this act an 
article shall be deemed to be adultered:— 

‘In case of drugs:— 

“First. If, when a drug is sold under or by 








@ name recognized in the United States Phar- 
macopoeia or Nationa] Formulary, 
from the standard of strength, quality. 
purity, as determined by the test laid down in 
the United States Pharmacopoeia or National 
Formulary official at the time of investiga- 
tion:—Provided, That no drug defined in the 
United States Pharmacopoeia or National For- 
mulary shall be deemed to be adulterated under 
this provision if the standard of strength, 
quality, or purity be plainly stated upon the 
bottle, box, or other container thereof, although 
the standard may differ from that determined 
by the test laid down in the United States 
Pharmacopoeia or National Formulary. 

“Second, If its strength or purity fall below 
the professed standard or quality under which 
it is sold. 

‘In the case of confectionery :— 

“If it contains terra alba barytes, talc, 
chrome yellow, or other mineral substance or 
poisonous color or flavor, or other ingredient 
deleterious or detrimental to health, or any 
vinous, malt, or spiritous liquor or compound 
or narcotic drug. 

‘In the case of food:— 

“First. If any f bstance has been mixed and 
packed with it so as to reduce or lower or in- 
juriomsly affect its quality or strength. 

‘“Becond. If any substance has been sub- 
stituted wholly or in part for the article, 

‘Third. If any valuable constituent of the 
article has been wholly or in part abstracted. 

“Fourth. If it be mixed, colored, powdered, 
coated, or stained in a manner whereby dam- 
age or inferiority is concealed. 

“Fitth. If it contain any added poisonous or 
other added deleterious ingredient which may 
render such article injurious to health:—Pro- 
vided, That when in the preparation of food 
products for shipment they are preserved by an 
external application applied in such manner 
that the preservative is necessarily removed 
mechanically, or by maceration in water, or 
otherwise, and directions for the removal of 
said preservatives shall be printed on the cov- 
ering of the package, the provisions of this act 
shall be construed as applying only when said 
products are ready for consumption. 

“Sixth. If it consists in whole or in part of 
a filthy, decomposed, or putrid animal or vege- 
table substance, or any portion of an animal 
unfit for food, whether manufactured or not, or 
if it is the product of a diseased animal, or one 
that has died otherwise than by slaughter. 

**Bec, That the term ‘misbranded,’ as 
used herein, shall apply to all drugs, or articles 
of food, or articles which enter into the com- 
position of food, the package or label of which 
shall bear any statement, design, or device re- 
garding such article, or the ingredients or sub- 
stances contained therein which shall.be false 
or misieading 1n any particular, and to any 
food or drug product which is falsely branded 
as to the State, Territory, or country in which 
it is manufactured or produced. 

“That for the purpose of this act an article 
shall also be deemed to be misbranded:— 

‘In case of drugs:— 

‘First. If it be an imitation of or offered for 
sale under the name of another article. 

“Second. If the contents of the package as 
originally put up shall have been removed, in 
whole or in part, and other contents shall have 
been placed in such package, or if the package 
fail to bear a statement on the label of the 
quantity or proportion of any alcohol, morphine, 
opium, cocaine, heroine, alpha or beta chloro- 
form, cannabis indica, chloral hydrate or ace- 
tanilid, or any derivative or preparation cf 
any such substances contained therein. 

“In the case of food:— 

“First. If it be an imitation of or offered for 
sale under the distinctive name of another 
article. 

‘Second. If it be labeled or branded so as to 
deceive or mislead the purchaser, or purport 
to be a foreign product when not so, or if the 
contents of the package as originally put up 
shall have been removed, in whole or in part, 
and other contents shall have been placed in 
such package, or if it fail to bear a statement 
on the label of the quantity or proportion of 
any morphine, opium, cocaine, heroin, alpha 
or beta eucaine, chloroform, cannabis indica, 
chloral hydrate or acetanilid, or any derivative 
or preparation of any of such substances con- 
tained therein, 

‘Third. If in package form, and the contents 
are stated in terms of weight or measure, they 
are not plainly and correctly stated on the out- 
side of the package. 

‘Fourth. If the package containing it or 
its label shall bear any statement, design 
or device regarding the ingredients or the 
substances contained therein, which state- 
ment, design or device shall be false or 
misleading in any particular:—Provided, That 
an article of food which does not contain any 
added poisonous or deleterious ingredients shall 
not be deemed to be adulterated or misbranded 
in the following cases:— 

“First. In the case of mixtures or com- 
pounds which may be now or from time to 
time hereafter known as articles of food, un- 
der their own distinctive names, and not an 
imitation of or offered for sale under the dis- 
tinctive name of another article, if the name 
be accompanied on the same label or brand 
with a statement of the place where said ar- 
ticle has been manufactured or produced. 

“Second. In the case of articles labeled, 
branded, or tagged so as to plainly indicate 
that they are compounds, imitations, or blends, 
and the word ‘compound,’ ‘imitation,’ or 
‘blend,’ as the case may be, is plainlv 
stated on the package in which it is offered 
for sale; Provided, That the term ‘blend,’ as 
used herein, shall be construed to mean a 
mixture of like substances, not excluding harm- 
less coloring or flavoring ingredients used for 
the purpose of coloring and flavoring only’ 
And provided further, That nothing in this 
act shall be construed as requiring or com- 
pelling proprietors or manufacturers of prvu- 
prietary foods which contain no unwholesome 
added ingredients to disclose their trade formu- 
las, except in so far as the provisions of this 
act may require to secure freedom from adul- 
teration or misbrandjng. 

“Sec, 9. That no dealer shall be prosecuted 
under the provisions of this act when he 
can establish a guaranty signed by the whole- 
saler, jobber, manufacturer, or other party 
residing in the United States, from whom ne 
purchases such articles, to the effect that the 
same is not adulterated or misbranded within 
the meaning of this act, designating it. Said 
guaranty, to afford protection, shall contain 
the name and address of the party or parties 
making the sale of such articles to such 
dealer, and in such case said party or parties 
shall be amenable to the prosecutions, fines, 
and other penalties which would attach, in 
due course, to the dealer under the provisions 
of this act. 

“Sec. 10. That any article of food, drug, or 
liquor that is adulterated or misbranded with- 
in the meaning of this act, and is being 
transported from one State, Territory, district, 
or insular possession to another for sale, or, 
having been transported, remains unloaded, un- 
sold, or in original unbroken packages, or if 
it be sold or offered for sale in the District 
of Columbia, or the Territories, or insular pos- 
sessions of the United States, or if it be im- 
ported from a foreign country for sale, or if 
it is intended for export to a foreign coun- 
try, shall be liable to be proceeded against 
in any district court of the United States with- 
in the district where the same is found, and 
seized for confiscation by a process of libel 
for condemnation. And if such article is con- 
demned as being adulterated or misbranded, 
or of a poisonous or deleterious character, 
within the meaning of this act, the same 
shall be disposed of by destruction or sale, 
as the said court may direct, and the proceeds 


thereof, if sold, less the legal costs and 
charges, shall be paid into the Treasury of 
the nited States, but such goods shall not

be sold in any jurisdiction contrary to the 
provisions of this act or the laws of that 
jurisdiction; Provided, however, That upon the 
payment of the costs of such libel proceedings 
and the execution and delivery of a good and 
sutticient bond to the effect that such articles 
shail not be sold or otherwise disposed of 
contrary to the provisions of this act, or the 
laws ot any State, Territory, district, or in- 
sular possession, the court may by order direct 
that such articles be delivered to the owner 
thereof. The proceedings of such libel cases 
shall conform, as near as may be, to the 
proceedings in admiralty, except that either 
party may demand trial by jury of any issue 
of tact joined in any such case, and ail such 
proceedings shall be at the suit of and in the 
name of the United States. 

“Sec, 11. The Secretary of the Treasury shall 
deliver to the Secretary of Agriculture, upon 
his request from time to time, samples of foods 
and drugs which are being imported into the 
United States or offered for import, giving 
notice thereof to the owner or consignee, who 
may appear before the Secretary of Agriculture 
and have the right to introduce testimony, 
and if it appear trom the examination of such 
samples that any article of food or drug offered 
to be imported into the United States is adul- 
terated or misbranded within the meaning of 
this act, or is otherwise dangerous to the 
health of the people of the United States, 
or is of a kind forbidden entry into, or for- 
bidden to be sold or restricted in sa.e in the 
country in which it is made or frum which 
it is exported, or is otherwise falsely labeled 
in any respect, the said article shail be re- 
fused admission, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall refuse delivery to the consignee 
and shall cause the destruction of any goods 
retused delivery which shall not be exported 
by the consignee within three months from 
the date of notice of such refusal under such 
regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe; Provided, That the Secretary 
of the Treasury may deliver to the consignee 
such goods pending examination and decision 
in the matter on execution of a penal bond 
for the amount of the full invoice valuation 
of such goods, together with the duty thereon, 
and on refusal to return such goods for any 
cause to the custody of.the Secretary of the 
Treasury, when demanded, for the purpoge of 
excluding them from the country, or for any 
other purpose, said consignee shall forfeit the 
full amount of the bond; And provided further, 
That all charges for storage, cartage, and la- 
bor on goods which are refused admission or 
be paid by the owner or con- 
signee, and in default of such payment shall 
constitute a lien against any future importation 
made by such owner or consignee. 

“sec, 12. That the term ‘territory,’ as used 
in this act, shall include the insular posses- 
sions of the United States. The word ‘per- 
son,’ as used in this act, shall be construed 
to import both the plural and the singular, as 
the case demands, and shall include corpora- 
tions, companies, societies, and associations. 
When construing and enforcing the provisions 
of this act, the act, omission, or failure of 
any officer, agent, or other person acting for 
or employed by any corporation, company, so- 
ciety, or association, within the scope of his 
employment, shall in every case be also deemed 
to be the act, omission, or failure of such cor- 
poration, company, society, or association, as 
well as that of the person. 

‘Sec. 13. That this act be in force and effect 
from and after the first day of January, 1907."’ 

It will be noted that the bill does not go 
into force until January 1 next, both 
houses having reached the conclusion 
that the importance of the bill is such 
that its provisions should not be imposed 
upon manufacturers and dealers until 
after a reasonable period in which all in- 
terested parties may become familiar 
with the terms of the new law.

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 


Chicago, June 28, 1906. 


Bulls in the seed trade have managed to 
worry along this week without the market 
going much against them. In fact, they 
have managed to hold cash seed well in 
hand during the earlier days of the week, 
but toward the close the market was 
weak, and a considerable decline was 
noted. In the Duluth market cash seed at 
$1.12% is 1%c. lower than it was at the 
close last week. This does not look very 
encouraging to the ardent bulls, especially 
as the receipts of seed at the big North- 
west market continue to surprise the en- 
tire trade. During the week closing to- 
day there have arrived in the two North- 
western cities 336 cars of seed, a number 
which is almost unprecedented at this time 
of the year. Of course some of this seed 
is represented by duplications, seed ship- 
ped from Minneapolis, but this is true in 
the same proportion every year, so that a 
comparison with other years is all against 
the bulls this year. he question as to 
who have been the buyers of the seed dur- 
ing the week is believed to be answered by 
the statement that one of the big cash 
houses has been in the trade. Practically 
all of the seed went to this house. The 
sellers are the Minneapolis local elevator 
interests, who may be depended upon to 
keep their ears close to the ground, and 
would catch the first evidences of the 
swell of rising prices if they were on the 
way. As the season wanes, and the trade 
begins to take notice of the prospects for 
the crop now in process of coming out of 
the ground, the chances for a higher mar- 
ket for seed seem to grow more dim. 
Those who had faith in the market be- 
cause of the fact that Europe was short 
of seed have begun to give way, and the 
only bulls in the trade now are those who 
have seed of which they would undoubt- 
edly like to be rid if they could find buy- 
ers who would take it at a price which 
would let the holders out, if only at an 
even figure. Away back in the earlier 
period of the present season nope was 

igh in the breasts of the longs that all 
of the seed would be taken before this, 
but the constant influx of the flax at the 
principal markets has set all their predic- 
tions at naught. Short as Europe is, as 
compared with the supply of seed which 
they had received up to this time last 
year, the foreign crusher does not seem to 
be at all worried. Taking the attitude of 
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the foreigner as the criterion, there seems 
less chance than ever that prices will ad- 
vance. The buying by the Europeans, 
which gave such activity to the trade 
earlier in the season, has not continued. 
It is believed to be a fact that the ex- 
porters took nearly 6,000,000 bushels of 
seed, but thus far only about 3,000,000 
bushels have actually been shipped out of 
the country. How much of the seed has 
been resold is a matter of mere conjec- 
,ture, but there have been evidences of re- 
selling for a long time. A certain percent- 
age of the seed was taken for the new 
crop period, namely the October option, so 
that it will hardly effect the present crop 
in any event. The fact that the stocks of 
seed at the principal markets are not as 
heavy this year as they were last year has 
caused some of the trade to believe that 
there would soon be a depletion of the 
supply, and this has kept up their cour- 
age. But to those who were well initiated, 
it is doubtful if this phase of the situa- 
tion has Fag ene very strongly. They 
saw that the seed was not at_ principal 
centers, but they knew that the stocks 
were more thoroughly distributed this year 
than they were last year, and that to 
place much faith in this condition of 
stocks in public store would probably _ be 
misleading. It will be remembered that 
last year the seed and oil was practically 
cornered, It was owned, with a few ex- 
ceptions, by one concern, To-day all of 
the crushers have both seed and oil in 
quantities larger than those of last year, 
and whereas, at this time a ‘tg? ago, 
there was a good demand for oil, there is 
little inquiry for it now. The mere taking 
of the seed out of the primary markets as 
has been largely done this year, does not 
mean its absorption, and it is difficult 
therefore to see how there can be any 
marked improvement in the trade unless 
there springs up a new and unexpected 
demand for oil. With a new crop so close 
at hand and the prospects that there will 
be a fair yield if the weather is at all 
propitious (this prospect being based on 
the acreage), the chances for a squeeze 
in the market this crop year are very dim. 
Practically all the seed which is to be 
sown during this year is now in the 
ground. North Dakota has been progress- 
ing rapidly within the last two weeks. 
The general opinion was that on account 
of the immense amount of new ground 
which was broken, there would be a very 
large increase, but the recent reports say 
that there is a considerable proportion of 
the broken ground which has been planted 
in Durum wheat and coarse grains, while 
some of the ground will not be seeded at 
all this year. This has forced the experts 
to deduce their estimates of the acreage, 
but even with these reductions the in- 
crease will probably be in the neighbor- 
hood of 10 = cent. In McLean county, 
one of the big counties of the State, the 
increase will be about 60 per cent., but this 
is unusual. Ward county will have about 
2 per cent. increase, while Bottineau will 
be about the same as it was last year. 
Sume of the small crop counties show very 
heavy increase, but as they do not raise 
much seed the aggregate from them will 
be small. The condition of the crop is not 
so good throughout the State as it was at 
this time last year. In some of the big 
counties not 50 per cent. of the crop has 
shown above the ground, while a year ago 
{t was several inches high at this time. 
The weather has been cold, and the pros- 
pects are that seed will grow more slowly 
than it did last year, though there is still 
plenty of time to produce a good stand 
and an excellent yield per acre. Weather 
conditions are better this week than they 
were last week, and warm temperatures 
are what are now most needed.

when some life was shown in the trade. 
it was reported that a big buyer made a 
contract tor a large quantity of oil, but if 
this were so the sale was Kept close as a 
secret, for inquiry failed to iocate either 
the buyer or the seller. Chicago ware- 
houses are still filled with oil, and with 
this product in the way there is little like- 
lihood that the demand will pick up. it is 
true that the surplus is not quite so heavy 
as it was, but even admitting this, the 
fact is that there is not so wide a demand 
for oil as there was last month, and the 
trade can therefore do with less. If all of 
the crushers were to stop running their 
mills, it is probable that there would be 
far more oil than was needed, but in the 
face of the fact that the mills are kept 
going to fill cake contracts, it is not a 
ditticult matter to figure that the oil which 
is now being made will be carried over as 
a surplus to the next crop year. And there 
is littke doubt that the demand for cake 
will continue to be strong, for England is 
very short and the domestic inquiry for 
meal is very active. 


LINSEED CAKE.—This is the one 


bright spot in the trade; while seed of it- 


self is dull and prices are low, and the 
demand for oil is so tame as to 
imperceptible, buyers are pon for lin- 
seed cake and they are willing to y 
prices which a year ago would have looked 
prohibitive. Not only is the foreigner in- 
sistent that he secure cake, but t2 do- 
mestic user of meal is a strong contender, 
so that the crushers are pushed to the 
limit of their capacity to fiii orders. As a 
matter of fact, it is im sible for them to 
take all the orders which ee are receiv- 
ing. Practically all of the independents 
have sold ahead till September at the 
least. There is now little doubt that Eu- 
rope is very short. When it is taken into 
consideration that the receipts of seed in 
England alone are 5,000,000 bushels short 
of last year, and that this represents 
about 100,000 tons of cake, it can readily 
be understood why there is such a demand 
for cake. If the stocks of oil were not 
oppressive there would undoubtedly be a 
strong demand for American seed which 
would force the price up to a much higher 
tigure, but Europe as well as America has 
more oil that it knows what to do with. 
The European crushers cannot, therefore, 
take on a big supply of seed to be crushed 
at home. On the other side this is less 
possible than it is here from the fact that 
while oil is considered the by-product over 
there, it is the primary commercial article 
Geenees from the seed in this country. 

here they make the oil because they 
want the cake, but they have to stop the 
production of the cake when the oil supply 
becomes too heavy or lose money on the 
latter. For this reason they buy the cake 
in America. Other feeds are so high that 
the demand for cake has reach great 
proportions. A few weeks ago, when there 
was a lull in the demand for cake on the 
other side, it was possible for sellers to 
re-buy some of their contracts. They 
would like to do this now, but buyers are 
too firm and are holding on to their con- 
tracts with the view of making a hand- 
some profit out of the advance in prices. 
The local price for cake is $26.50 per ton 
for spot. emand for new crop cake has 
not yet grown heavy. There are inquiries, 
but the trade is about $1 per ton apart on 
the price. 

CORN OIL.—Demand for corn oil is 
fairly strong. There has been a more 
even tone to this trade all season than 
there has been to competitive oils, and 
prices have shown less inclination to 
fluctuate. The inquiry has come largely 
from the foreign soapmakers, and the ex- 
port trade is therefore heavy. Just now 
there is a lull in the demand for the oil 
in this country, but sales abroad are re- 
ported to be normal. The price at which 
makers are holding the oil is the same 
as it has been for some time past—$4.20 
per hundred in barrels, Chicago basis. 

LARD.—Lard prices have not been sub- 
jected to a very heavy pounding this 
week. The advances which have been 
scored in the hog market have had the 
effect of staying any contemplated raids 
on lard, and the bears in the pit have 
been quiet. There is not much shipping 
demand, but the inquiry from the other 
side of the Atlantic is strong, and ad- 
vices to-day showed conditions more fa- 
vorable to the sellers. The manufacture 
of lard is liberal, and stocks continue to 
increase. Cash lots of lard were salable 
to-day at about July prices—$8.77%. Loose 
lard has been in moderate demand, and 
the offerings are light. The general price 
is 45ec. discount under July. Neutral is in 
moderate demand, closing to-day at $9.20 
@9.30 for No. 1 and $8.90@9 for No. 2, 

STEARINES.—The market is easy. 
There is a liberal supply in sight, but sell- 
ers find it hard to interest buyers at this 
time. At the quotable prices there is prac- 
tically no demand, and even when prices 
are shaded selling is a matter of diffi- 


culty. The general price levels are as 
follows :—

contains. ‘‘Kopp’s Baby’s Friend’’ is known to 
contain morphine and has been instrumental in 
causing the death of a number of children dur- 
ing the past tew years. Nothing is said rela- 
tive to the presence of the dangerous poison, 
morphine. ‘‘Mrs. Winslow's Soothing Syrup’’ 
is known to contain morphine or opium in some 
form. Such information, however, is not given 
on the package or the literature accompanying 
same. in England the manufacturer of this 
preparation is compelled to clearly indicate that 
it is a poison, according to the laws of that 
country. “Chamberlain Diarrhea Remedy’”’ 
clearly sets forth in literature accompanying 
the sample the presence of opium, in the fol- 
lowing language:—‘‘N. B. With the exception 
of chronic diarrhea, this remedy is not recom- 
mended for any disease that would require its 
habitual use. It should not be used habitually, 
as it contains about half a grain of opium in 
each teaspoonful.’’ Reference is also made on 
the label of the bottle to the directions in 
wrapper around each bottle. This would prob- 
ably be sufficient intormation, but it seems that 
if it is desirable to call attention to the pres- 
ence of opium in the advertising literature, 
such information should also be clearly indi- 
cated on the label of the bottle itself. ‘‘Sal- 
vita’’ is one of the remedies which is repre- 
sented in the advertising literature as being 
free from opium or any of its salts. An ex- 
amination, however, showed that this represen- 
tation is false, opium being present. 

‘‘Acetanilid.—Acetanilid is « most beneficial 
and useful medicinal remedy, but during the 
past few years it has been placed in the hands 
of the laity in so many forme under the guise 
of headache cures, neuralgia cures, etc., that 
at present there are many women who are un- 
able to do their daily work without taking a 
portion of some compound containing acetan- 
ilid, in order to properly do their daily tasks. 
A brief perusal of the proprietary remedies 
handled in a wholesale way throughout this 
conutry shows that there are over 300 prepara- 
tions used for this pur , and it would prob- 
ably not be far from the truth to eay that all 
of them contain acetanilid. The following are 
among the most widely used and well-known 
headache remedies:—‘‘Antikamnia,’’ ‘‘Bromo 
Seltzer,’ ‘‘Harper’s Brain Food’’ and ‘Red 
Mragon Seltzer.’* 

‘“**Antikamnia’ is largely advertised and 
there are very few households in the United 
States that do not know of this remedy, and in 
many cases there are persons who take some 
of this remedy dailv. The chief constituent is 
acetanilid. 


***Bromo Seltzer’ and ‘Red Dragon Seltzer’ 
both contain acetanilid as the chief ingredient. 

‘* ‘Harper’s Brain Food’ is a liquid prepara- 
tion containing acetanilid. The following 
statements on the package of this remedy are 
unwarranted:—‘A positive cure for headache, 
neuralgia, nervousness, insomnia, etc.’ ‘This 
preparation is perfectly harmless, and may be 
relied upon as containing nothing injurious.’ 
Thie remedy will not cure any of the affec- 
tions enumerated, but simply relieves. 

“Alpha and Beta Bucaine.—No preparation 
containing either or both of the above com- 
pounds is known to the drug laboratory. They 
are, however, used in place of and substitutes 
for cocaine, and in some States where it is 
unlawful to sell cocaine eucaine is frequently 
supplied to cocaine habitues, 

“Medicine Without Alcohol.—A large propor- 
tion of the liquid medicinal preparations con- 
tain more or less of alcohol ae a solvent, and 
it is a common belief that medicinal] remedies 
cannot be prepared without this agent. This 
position is not correct. There are a goodly 
number of preparations which do not contain 
any alcohol; as a notable example of the pro- 
prietary remedies may cited ‘‘Pierce's Fa- 
vorite Prescription.’’ This compaund does not 
contain any alcohol, its solvent contituents 
being water and glycerine. : 

** ‘Grandma's Secret’ is another child soother. 
It killed the young son of Mr. and Mrs. Nanki- 
vell, of Shamokin, Pa., in December last.” 


Under the terms of the order unde 
which the bill was discussed the opposi- 
tion to the measure was led by Repre- 
sentative Adamson, of Georgia, who made 
an extended argument against it on broad 
constitutional grounds. Inasmuch as his 
statement presented the views of an im- 
ortant contingent of the House concern- 
ng federal legislation on a great variety 
of topies it was regarded as of special 
interest. He said in part:— 


“Mr. Chairman, it is unfortunate that in the 
practice and history of legislation misleadi 
names, sometimes high-sounding, moral an 
even pious names, are used to deceive the peo 
ple as to the character of vicious and perni- 
cious legislation. I do not mean to declare that 
thie legislation is vicious in all respects, but 
in some respects I regard it as exceedingly so 
People are expected to believe that, being lined 
up against this legislation, we are against pure 
food; but this is a false position, In which the 
strategists have sought to place those who 
oppose thie bill and demand regular and orde 
legislation for the government of the people in 
a proper manner. The talk about arraigning 
us and aligning us as opposed to pure food is 
foolishness. We are used to good food. We 
do not know anything about all that pile of 
corrupt and adulterated misbranded stuff; that 
the propagandists working up this bill have 
succeeded in piling up in the last ten years, in- 
dustriously gathered from every quarter, 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
United States. I would like to improve the 
food of some sections of the United States. I 
would like for the philanthropists who are 
looking out for the health and comfort of the 
people to start somebody out to teach people to 
make good, honest biscuits, and how to make 
good, honest corn bread. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) 

“They can do good in a good many places 
not far from here by teaching people how to 
cook vegetables by boiling decent n with 


them instead of old ham or beef, and how to 
make honest coffee. (Applause.) But they etart 
at the wrong place. ‘The truth is, they get 
wrong ideas in their heads—some people do— 
and in other cages rival interests start fights 
on one another. They naturally go to Con- 
gress, and people who go to Congress are usu- 
ally those with einister purposes or conflicting 
business interests. They follow it up by get- 
ting up a literary bureau and scattering lit- 
erature and petitions and stirring up agitation 
all over the country, getting up a hysteria that, 
under the misleading name of ‘purity,’ will 
scare people into asking Congress to do some- 
thing it has no businese to do. You may just 
as well get the traditional boy with his sore 
toe and hold it up in an aggravated form and 
let my brother, the gentlemen from Illinois 
(Mr. Mann), speak apout the horrible condition 
of that sore toe for two hours and say that 
therefore Congress ought to do something to 
cure that sore toe. It is just as logical and 
sensible and fully as constitutional. 

“Mr. Chairman, the history of this bill has 
been a varied and checkered one. It was orig- 
inated, in my memory, by a venerable states- 
man now dead. He worked upon it with but 
little progress. Upon his demise it was in- 
herited by the beloved chairman of our com- 
mittee, and in one furm or another it was be- 
fore our committee for a good many years, and 
all these old familiar bottles and jugs, and 
packages have been before our committee time 
out of mind, endeavoring to run us into hye- 
teria. They are no stiangers to us members of 
the committee. 

‘“‘Now Mr. Chairman, there is no use to have 
hydrophobia against State lines nor talk about 
a man marching in red-handed rebellion be- 
cause he says there are some things that Con- 
gress ought not and cannot do. We are talk- 
ing about the Constitution of the United States 
and the legislation by Congrese thereunder. So 
tar as the purposes of this bill are concerne., 
the only purpose and uses of State lines are 
simply to separate geographical divisions or 
parts of the country which are charged 
local self-government, to attend ty their own 
business inetead of piling it upon Congress, 
and I say to you, Mr. Chairman, after listen- 
ing to all the witnesses, listening to the speech 
of the gentleman from Illinois (Mr. Mann), 
hearing all the tales of woe about these things 
that affect the stomach and affect the pockets 
of the people, I have never yet heard presented 
a solitary case that any State in this Union 
in its own courts cannot punish if you will 
just produce the evidence. The trouble is, gen- 
tlemen make this mistake: Venue is the same 
in all courte, wether Federal or State. You 
must allege an act to be within the jurisdic- 
tion and prove it within the jurisdiction. You 
can go that In one court as easily as in the 
other, but the coon In the woodpile, in my 
judgment, is this:—In the State courts people 
are in the habit of attending to their own busi- 
ness and looking after their cases. In the 
Federal court sometimes, as provided in this 
bill, the entire expense and trouble of hunting 
up the cases and conducting the prosecution 
is piled upon the Government. And right here 
you will find the great inducement to a great 
many interests to support this bill that it is 
provided that after this arbitrary standard- 
making concern that we are creating over here 
shall have discovered or think they have 
grounds for prosecution the Government shall 
take the matter up and prosecute it without 
expense to anybody, with all the attendant 
evils of spies and informers and pestiferous 
agents running around meddling with the busi- 
ness of the people.’’ 


Representative Robinson, of Arkansas, 
spoke in favor of the bill and by inad- 
vertence filed as an indorsement of the 
measure a series of resolutions adopted 
by the Arkansas Association of Phar- 
macists urging the Arkansas Congress- 
men to support the so-called Mann Dill. 
While Mr. Robinson assumed from the 
prominence of Mr, Mann as the champion 
of the pure food and drug bill that the 
pharmacists referred to that measure, 
readers of the Reporter will at once rec- 
ognize the fact that the so-called Mann 
drug patent bill was the measure indorsed 
at the Hot Springs convention of the 
Arkansas druggists. 

Representative Slayden, of Texas, in 
supporting the bill assailed the so-called 
patent medicines and ridiculed the course 
of eminent public men in permitting their 
indorsements to be used in literature ad- 
— these nostrums. He said in 
part:— 


“I believe that it is susceptible of proof that 
for every case of ptomaine poisoning caused 
by the eating of unclean meat there have been 
a hundred or more cases of poisoning and 
death from the use of hurtful drugs masquer- 
ading as harmless remedies for disease. No 
man who ever ate tainted meat willingly re- 
turns to it. It is so repulsive that it cannot 
get to be a habit. But many drugs that de- 
stroy the moral sense and enslave the bodies 
and minds of men are eagerly sought for after 
they have been tried a few times. The people 
will avoid unclean meat as pestilence, but once 
they have the habit men who otherwise 
are truthful and honest will lie and steal to 
gratify their debased appetites for drugs. The 
horror of this drug situation is that unfor- 
tunates who are ill or fancy they are, unwit- 
tingly get into habits that bring misery to 
themselves and ruin to their families, 

‘There seems to be poison adapted to every 
age, sex and condition. There are soothing 
syrups that poison the infant and make opium 
fiends out of babies in arms. There are alco- 
holic beverages in the guise of medicines for 
women's diseases, the use of which, it has 
been proven, have had a prenatal influence for 
evil. Drunkards and drug fiends have been 
made during the period of gestation by moth- 
ers too stupid to comprehend the effect of their 
habits. Men who would scorn a toddy and can- 
not be persuaded by a pleasing compound of 
mint and other things, honestly and frankly 
presented, will surrender to ‘bitters’ that are 
recommended for the stomach’'s sake. 

“If one may believe what he sees in the por- 
trait gallery of the newspapers, those members 
of Congress who have not been restored by 
somebody's celery compound have been rejuven- 
ated by Peruna. Indeed, Peruna seems to be 
the favorite congressional drink. (Laughter 
and applause.) I happen to know that it is 
also a favorite prescription in certain prohibi- 
tion sections. The fact that it makes men 
drunk quickly, violently, and sometimes vicious- 
ly has not hurt its standing as a family medi- 
cine. 

“Mr. Chairman, in common fairness to this 
medicine, or this drink, whatever it may be, 
that I have just referred to, I think I ought 
to tell the House the only good thing I ever 
heard of it. Last summer in Texas on a rail- 
way train one day I overheard a conversation 
between two gentlemen who had met, who were 
friends, It seems that one of them resided un- 
der the same roof with his mother-in-law, and 
the dove of peace had not always roosted on 
that rooftree. His friend knew that, and when 
he came up, after making the usual inquiries 
as to his health, he asked him how things were 
going in the domestic line. The other replied: 
‘Oh, fine, fine. I introduced the old lady to 
Peruna two months ago, and she has been 
drunk and happy ever since.’ (Prolonged laugh- 
ter and applause.) 

“It is notorious, Mr. Chairman, that the op- 
position to this measure is largely controlled, 
inspired, and directed by a tremendous lobby 
representing the manufacturers of so-called 
‘patent or proprietary medicines.’

ent medicines.’ The revelations made by Mr. 
Samuel Hopkins Adams, who has thoroughly in- 
vestigated this subject, are simply appalling. 
I know the man very well. He is a constitu- 
ent of mine, and he is a reliable man as well 
as a most thorough and painstaking investiga- 
tor. Now, the original text of this bill is 
plain. We can all understand what it means:— 

‘* ‘Second. If the contents of the original 
package shall have been removed, in whole or 
in part, and other contents shall have been

lots; better make it 80c."" The same 
condition holds good of almost everw 
article on the list. In the peppermint 
oil contest the bulls appear to have 
routed the bears, and, while there is 
still a seller at $2.80 in a very limited 
way, the market is actually at $3 one. 
One essential oil house named $2.80 for 
peppermint and half an hour later 
quoted $3 to a broker as inside figure 
for the limited stock on hand. Quite 
a few holders name _  $3.15@3.25. A 
straight $3 quotation seems to cover 
the market so far as reasonable spot 
requirements are concerned. The bulls 
are letting no grass grow under their 
feet and are by no means satisfied 
with a $3 market. Bergamot is quoted 
higher in one quarter, but the advance 
is not generally exacted. Camphor is 
stronger and higher, lle. and 18%c. for 
Japanese now being asked in a job- 
bing way. Sales of several drums of 
citronella are reported at 4lc. Oil of 
cloves is generally held at $1.05@1.10. 
Pennyroyal is quoted at $2 and sales 
are said to have been made at this 
figure. The advent of the mosquito 
season is said to be responsible for 
good inquiry. Artificial sassafras is 
higher at 27@28c., and safrol has been 
advanced to 37%@40c.; 36c. is quoted 
for safrol to arrive.

From a gentleman who has just re- 
turned from an extensive trip through 
the Far East, we learn that the Dutch 
Government, as well as some individual 
planters, have undertaken the cultiva- 
tion of coca leaves on the island of 
Java. 

Considering that coca and cinchona 
grow in the same climate and altitude, 
the Dutch, who, with ambition and 
ability, have brought the cinchona cul- 
tivation to such a successful condition, 
feel with certainty that they can de- 
velop the coca in Java to the same ex- 
tent. 

The coca leaves, as grown in Java 
at the present time, contain from one 
(1) to one and a half (1%) per cent. of 
alkaloid, of this about 30 to 40 per cent. 


is cocaine, the remainder consisting 
chiefly of cinnamyl cocaine. 
The coca plantations are located in 


the province of Kederi, in Eastern 
Java, near Soorabaya. The Dutch Gov- 
ernment has been investigating the 
feasability of manufacturing the crude 
alkaloids from coca in Java and ex- 
porting this crude alkaloid in place of 
the bulky leaves, and probably in the 
near future the government will be in 
position to deliver it in quantities,

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In July and August the plants bloom freely 
and produce in about four or five weeks a good 
crop of the large capsules characteristic of this 
species and its varieties. The poppy plant is 
traversed by an elaborate series of tubes car- 
rying a white, milky juice, which oozes out 
whenever these ducts are cut or otherwise 
opened. The capsule after it reaches its full 
size contains a very liberal supply of this 
juice. By incising the capsule and collecting 
the partly dried juice a product is obtained 
whieh on further treatment becomes the com- 
mercial product from which morphine, codeine 
and related alkaloids are extracted. 7 

Mr. W. O. Richtmann, of the Bureau of 
Plant Industry, has at present under test on 
a large scale a process for separating mor- 
phine, codeine, etc., directly from the plant, 
which has promised well in_ the laboratory. 
Small experiments indicate the practicability 
of obtaining a high grade of crude morphine 
in fair quantity from the dried capsules of 
poppies grown in different parts of the coun- 
try, but much further experimentation will 
still be necessary before the success or failure 
of the plan is demonstrated. 

Camphor.—At the present time the world’s 
entire supply of camphor is derived from Japan, 
the annexation of the island of Formosa bring- 
ing under the Japanese flag all the sources of 
production. This, together with the additional 
fact that the suply has been already seriously 
intrenched upon, has raised the price of this 
commodity to a high mark and placed under 
the exclusive control of a single government a 
substance not only important medicinally but 
also necessary in various technical processes 
connected with the manufacture of celluloid 
and of certain other products derived from ni- 
trated cellulose. Our importation of camphor, 
erude and refined, between 1897 and 1904, has 
varied in value from $350,000 in 1899 to about 
£939,000 in 1904. This increase in value is due 
not only to a large increase In the number of 
pounds of camphor purchased, but also to an 
inerease in the value. 

At various times in the past the United 
States Department of Agriculture has import- 
ed camphor trees which have been distributed 
throughout various parts of the South, and It 
has been practically demonstrated that over 
considerable areas of the warmer portions of 
this country camphor will grow well. It has 
also been established by experimental distil- 
lations made from a good number of trees in 
several localities in Florida and in different 
seasons that the leaves and twigs obtained by 
pruning trees of various ages will yield from 
1 to 1% per cent. of crude camphor, calcu- 
lated on the fresh weight of the clippings. 
That this yleld can be increased materially ts 
probable, since a very thorough opening up 
of the cells of the tissues to be distilled is a 
necessary preliminary treatment. Means for 
doing this most effectively were not at hand in 
the experiments here referred to. 

A considerable area of camphor growth of 
various ages has been generously placed at the 
service of the Bureau of Plant Industry by 
landowners in Florida and more thoroughgoing 
tests are planned. The economic possibilities 
of camphor growing will be experimentally 
tested. The readiness with which the camphor 
tree is propagated from seed and the rapid 
growth made, together with the yleld of gum 
and oil, make the outlook one of great interest. 

Licorice.—The annual importation of licorice 
root and licorice paste has fallen between one 
and one-half and two million dollars since 
1898. The sum paid for the paste—between 
$75,000 and $100,000—leaves the great bulk of 
the purchase in the form of the crude root. 
Experiments in licorice cultivation by the 
Rureau of Plant Industry and by private par- 
ties show pretty clearly that although the 
imported article comes chiefly from the eastern 
end of the Mediterranean Sea, the licorice 
plant is hardy as far north as Pennsylvania. 
Tt will succeed best, however, in somewhat 
warmer regions. It maintains itself wild in 
some parts of California, in which it has es- 
eaped from cultivation. Licorice cuttings im- 
ported from England made a good growth at 
Washington until interfered with by accidental 
conditions. In South Carolina an experimental 
planting has thus far made good growth. It is, 
however, too early for a complete report. 

Belladonna.—Among the important} minor 
crude-drug importations may be mentioned bel- 
ladonna and digitalis. The belladonna plant. 
Atropa belladonna L., supplies the leaf and 
root drugs known under this name and is the 
source of the important principle known as 
atropine. Since these products are not itemized 
in the government reports on imports, there 
is no official source from which the magnitude 
of the demand in America can be accurately 
determined. Belladonna, however, is a stand- 
ard drug widely used, and a very considerable 
sum is paid annually for the products of this 
plant. Experiments with belladonna have been 
in progress at the Washington gardens for 
about five years. At first considerable difi- 
eulty was perienced in getting plants from 
the seeds. wo causes were operative—the bad 
quality of much of the seed and the too deep 
planting of good seed. 

Belladonna does well in a good garden soil. 
The area to be devoted to It should be gotten 
into good tilth before seeding. The seed may 
be drilled in rows about three feet apart and 
covered very lightly. The plants if too thick 
may be thinned until a foot apart in the row. 
In the late summer of the first year the plants 
will reach a good size and flower and fruit 
freely. The leaves are collected after the 
plants have begun to fruit and are cured by 
drying in the shade. The plant is perennial, 
and if unusual! conditions do not interfere the 
vield in leaves and fruit will be considerably 
greater for the succeeding years than for tne 
tirst year. After the first year the roots be- 
come valuable and may be dug in the late au- 
tumn or early spring. It is desirable that they 
should not be allowed to become too wormy 
hefore digging. They are cut up and cured. 
The cultivation of belladonna on a commercial 
seale has been taken up successfully during the 
past two years by an American firm using this 
drug. 

Foxglove.—Foxglove, Digitalis purpurea L., 
furnishes a very important drug in the shape 
of the leaf collected from the flowering plant. 
It has been found easy to raise foxglove both 
at Washington and in South Carolina. In 
case the soil conditions are entirely satisfactory 
and the ground is clear of weeds, the very 
minute seed may he drilled into the garden in 
rows about 2% to 3 feet apart The seedlings 
sre very small and are likely to be smothered 
if the soil contains many weed seeds. The 
plants may be more surely saved by planting 
in the early spring in a seed bed or under a 
cold frame. They may then be set out a foot 
apart in the rows. The leaf growth of the 
first vear is not usually collected. The flowers 
appear in the spring or early summer of the 
second year. When the plant is in flower the 
leaves are collected, cured under shade and 
baled for market.

There has been little improvement to 
note in the chemical market since our 
last report. A period of seasonable 
dullness appears to have settied on 
most of the commodities in the chem- 
ical line, and with few exceptions busi- 
ness has been dull. Alkali has been 
moving freely into consuming channels 
during the week. Arsenic has been 
dull and dealers are said to be storing 
their supplies in order to prevent any 
further decline in prices. Biue vitriol 
has ruled firm and available stock is 
reported scarce. Chloride of barium 
has ranged higher in sympathy with 
firmer primary conditions. Cream of 
tartar is in good request, as is usual 
at this season of the year. Nitrate of 
lead has ruled firmer in sympathy with 
higher foreign markets and limited sup- 
plies in the local. A detailed account 
of the other chemicals is given below. 
Late mail advices from Liverpool 
say :-— 

Since our last advice the most interesting 
item is the reported renewal of the working 
agreement between the English and foreign 
chemical manufacturers, which agreement, it 
is stated, covers a period of five years ahead. 
Soda ash is in good request at the usual range 
as to dgstination. For tierces nearest values 
may be called about as follows:—Leblanc ash, 
48 per cent., £4 12s. 6d.@£5 10s.; 58 per cent., 
£5@£6 per ton, net cash; ammonia ash, 48 per 
cent., £4 5s.@£4 10s.; 58 per cent., £4 10s.@é£4 
15s. per ton, net cash. Bags, Ss. per ton under 
prices for tierces. Soda crystals are in steady 
consumptive request, at generally £3 7s. 6d. 
per ton, less 5 per cent. for barrels, or 7s. less 
for bags, with special terms for a few favored 
markets. Caustic soda is not active, but at 
the same time there is a fair business passing 
at late rates, viz.:—Sixty per cent., £8 15s.; 
70 per cent., £9 15s.; 74 per cent., £10 5s.; 76 
per cent., £10 10s. per ton, net cash. Special 
quotations for export to the Continent and a 
few other export quarters. Bleaching powder 
is quiet as regards new business, but manufac- 
turers are kept fairly busy with deliveries 
against running contracts. For hardwood £4 
10s.@£4 15s. per ton, net cash, is nearest 
range, as to market. Chlorate of potash is firm 
at syndicate quotations of 3%4d.@3%d. per 
pound, net cash, as to quantity and market. 
Bicarbonate of soda is well controlled and held 
for £6 15s. per ton, less 2% per cent., for the 
finest quality in hundredweight kegs, with 
usual allowances for larger packages, also 
special terms for a few favored quarters. Sul- 
phate of ammonia is dull and prices still favor 
buyers, £12@£12 2s. 6d. per ton, less 2% per 
cent., being about spot value for good gray 24 
to 25 per cent., in double bags, f. 0. b. here. 


Heavy Chemicals. 


ALKALI.—We hear that inquiries 
for new business for delivery over next 
fire have increased during the week.

The Kentucky Petroleum Fields. 


Barbourville, June 28, 1906. 


During the past few days a number of 
gushers of extraordinary calibre have ap- 
peared in a new district of the lower Ken- 
tucky field, materially increasing the 
showing in oil runs from that region. The 
new field is centered about Sinking Creek, 
in the lower section of Wayne county, a 
development of the past six months. 
Wood, Curtis & Kennedy drilled in a 300- 
bbl. producer early last week and this 
week Berwald & Company landed one of 
the same calibre. The two 30-barrelers 
are more than a mile apart and prove a 
pool of extensive proportions in that sec- 
tion. Several other wells of the gushing 
class have appeared in the Sinking Creek 
division, where pumping has not yet been 
carried on for a sufficient length of time 
to judge as to the permanency of the flow. 
As the sand is several hundred feet deeper 
than it is encountered in other sections of 
the fleld where gushers appear, the flow is 
estimated to be more lasting. Consider- 
able test work is now under way in the 
new field and the scarcity of dry holes is 
making it especially attractive just now, 
when new territory is pretty scarce. 

During the past week thirteen strikes 
and two drys appeared on the Kentucky 
side, while nothing was doing in Tennes- 
see. The week previously the field showed 
twelve strikes and three drys. 

Wayne county is now the center of in- 
terest in the Kentucky fields. In the five 
divisions of that county a number of new 
wells are drilling, the Sinking division 
being the center of activity. About fifty 
rigs altogether are in operation in Wayne. 
For eo peas wees = ante and one dry 
appeared, e production aggregat 
about 400’ bbls. as 
_Wolfe county, the deep sand field of 
Kentucky, is the center of twenty-five 
drilling wells. Three strikes were made 
during the past week, with a new produc- 
tion of 125 bbls. The best strike is a 
pumper and does 0 bbls. The Indiana Re- 
fining Co., which has a $200,000 refinery in 
Kentucky, is drilling in Wolfe 

Other fields of Kentucky showing results 
during the past few days include the 
Floyd-Knott district of Eastern Ken- 
tucky, which is commanding more atten- 
tion than formerly. The New Domain O1i

field. Two strikes, doing 50 bbls. in the 
aggregate, were developed this week. 
Robertson county, a wild-cat proposition, 
shows a light oiler for the past week, 
while a dry hole appeared in Knox 
county. 

The Standard Oil Co.’s producing branch 
is arranging for extensive test work in 
Eastern Kentucky, where a vast acreage 
is held. Rigs are being located for a 
series of tests in Lawrence county, where 
the industry is as yet in the wild-cat 
stage, and in the Floyd-Knott field, which 
the Standard practically owns, some ex- 
tended test drilling will probably be done. 
The Standard has been conducting work 
in Floyd and Knott counties for six years. 

The usual dry season is somewhat inter- 
fering with the work of the drill but this 
month’s_ results will probably show up 
better than May’s record. Several new 
concerns have carried on work and the 
opening of the new pool in lower Ken- 
tucky has resulted in increased activity in 
that region. . 

On the Tennessee side little of import- 
ance is being undertaken, except in the 
Fentriss county development, which is 
producing a fair amount of oil. Several 
rigs are in operation in that county but no 
completions have lately been made. A 
little wild-cat work is in progress in Put- 
man county. 

The lighter grade oil now commands 91 
cents per bbl., while Ragland oil, the 
heavier grade, commands 62 cents. Prices 
seem to be satisfactory. The Indian Re- 
fining Co. pays 93 cents per bbl. for the 
better oil. No advance in prices is ex- 
pected, but unless the market should im- 
prove there will not be much development 
in wild-cat fields this summer. 





Tariff Matters 


MEXICO'S CUSTOMS RULES AND REGULA- 
TIONS. 


Vice-Consul John A. Bonnet, of Ciu- 
dad Porfirio Oiaz, furnishes the follow- 
ing on customs regulations of Mex- 
ico:— 


There appears to exist an impression by 
importers of goods into Mexico that the 
customs duties and regulations are oner- 
ous and difficult to understand. Mexican 
duties on animals are based on the head. 
All animals except hogs and geldings are 
admitted free. On all other classes of 
merchandise the duties are based on 
weights and measures; on brandies, wines 
and whiskies on the gallon, and on boots 
and shoes on the pair, The metric system 
is used. 

The following rules and _ regulations 
should be strictly adhered to:—Duplicate 
copies of bills of lading covering the goods 
to be imported must be sent to the custom 
house broker at the port of import, to- 
gether with a copy of the invoice. mani- 


goods in each package, legal weight of 
each package or class of goods, value of 
each article, total value of package, name 
of the consignee, destination, and the 
name of the custom house broker in 
whose care freight is consigned. The 
valuation should in all cases represent the 
actual vaiue of the merchandise at the 
point of shipment. If articles are under- 
valued they are subject to a fine for un- 
dervaluation, although the value cuts no 
figure in the duties, as all duties are 
specific. This rule applies also to declara- 
tions as to weight and class of merchan- 
dise, which must be given correctly, other- 
wise a fine will be imposed. 

Weights and measures are expressed in 
the metric system, and they should be suv 
plain that no mistake can be made in 
reading them, as customs declarations are 
made in that system. 

CUBAN RECIPROCITY TREATY WITH THE 
UNITED STATES. 

The following circular, issued by the 
customs division of the Treasury De- 
partment of the Republic of Cuba, 
dated May 22, should be carefully noted 
by American exporters doing business 
with Cuba, as it concerns exclusively 
Cuban-American trade relations:— 

For the purpose of avoiding delay in 
steps for the refund of duties on goods 
imported from the United States cleared 
on pro forma invoice, and which are not 
accorded the benefits of reciprocity treaty 
until the presentation of the original in- 
voice with all formalities exacted by cir- 
culars Nos. 199 and 20%, this department 
has decided that duties assessable on such 
goods, after deducting treaty differentials, 
shall be paid definitely upon clearance, 
and the amount of the latter deposited for 
subsequent refund. 

When the original invoice shall have 
been presented within the established time 
limit the necessary authorization for the 
refund of the aforesaid deposit shall be 
requested of this department, provided 
such invoice fulfills the requirements of 
the above-mentioned circulars. 

If invoices so presented should not ful- 
fill such requirements or be presented 
within the time limit fixed by the col- 
lector, the deposit shall be considered as 
forfeited.

It would be difficult to find a more 
uninteresting market than that of this 
week. For all that the lack of note- 
worthy features was not accompanied 
by inactivity. Taking the season into 
consideration, the amount of business 
transacted was rather gratifying. Con- 
tinued good demand from the tanning 
industry goes far toward making dye- 
wood interests oblivious of the general 
dullness in the dyeing industry proper. 
Gambier continues weak and holders 
find it difficult to make even forced 
sales. Sumac appears to be a trifle 
stronger and the majority of importers 
are inclined to higher pretensions than 
holders of remaining spot stocks, large- 
ly because of a decidedly firmer tone 
in the Palermo market. Indigo and 
cochineal continued to be slow sellers 
at unchanged prices. Tumeric is prac- 
tically lifeless. Quebracho is moving 
in a very extensive way. Sales are 
quantitatively unusually large. Egg 
albumen continues strong and high due 
to the scarcity of supplies. Antimony 
Salts still command high prices, because 
of the shortage in the crude article. 
Tin crystals are easy and zine dust is 
stronger. 

ALBUMEN—Conditions in the egg 
albumen market are practically un- 
changed. Continued scarcity of sup- 
plies in primary markets and concen- 
tration of stocks both here and abroad 
tend to stiffen prices to such an extent 
that an advance is generally prognosti- 
cated. Disinterested holders are unani- 
mous in their advice to consumers to 
cover their wants, if possible, in the 
present market in which 52@65é6c. still 
prevails as quotation. Blood albumen 
is flat at 20@27c. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—The 
demand shows no material improve- 
ment, yet values are well sustained, 
especially for oil which remains at 9c. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—In keeping with 
the situation in the crude antimony 
market, salts continue to command the 
high prices quoted in our last issue. 

COCHINEAL.—The 15 bags which ar- 
rived last week proved slow scllers. 
Previous quotations are well maintain- 
ed, and what small lots are sold these 
days, pass into consuming hands at 
full market prices. 

CUTCH.—The demand is almost nil, 
and no transactions of sufficient im- 
portance to test values were reported.

The woods on 
the bank of the Rio d’Oro, which in- 
clude some of the finest quebracho 
trees, are rapidly being cut down, sawn 
into rolls or logs, and transported to 
Buenos Ayres or Rosario. The best 
evidence of the increased business is 
shown in the export figures to Europe 
for 1905, which were:—16,622 tons of que- 
bracho logs, as against 6,300 tons in 
1904; 29,408 tons of quebracho extract, 
as against 20,100 tons in 1904; 285,897 
tons of quebracho rolls (rollizos), as 
against 252,700 tons in 1904; and 2,483 
kilos of quebracho sawdust. The total 
value of quebracho products exported 
in 1905 was 7,000,000 pesos gold (£1,400,- 


000).

The Roumanian Petroleum In- 
dustry. 


The following is a report on the Rou- 
manian petroleum industry for the year 
1905, by British consuls:— 


The petroleum industry is steadily de- 
veloping. The total production of crude 
oil in 1905 was about 601,700 tons, or double 
the production of four years ago. 

The total export was 214,3 tons as 
against 160,442 tons in 1904 and 126,227 tons 
in 19038, so that the export has nearly 
doubled in two years. 

France took 55 per cent. of the total 
export of 1905, comprising 11,700 tons of 
crude, 79,766 tons of refined oil, and 27,369 
tons of benzine. 

Germany took 17 per cent., the United 
Kingdom 10 per cent. (entirely refined 
petroleum) and Austria-Hungary 9 per 
cent. of the total. 

Of the exports of petroleum, 60 per cent. 
is shipped at Constantza and 14 per cent. 
at Braila. 

The late disturbances tn the Baku pe- 
troleum fields did not appreciably benefit 
the Roumanian industry,

A new Roumanian petroleum company, 
called the “Trajan,” has recently been 
formed with a capital of 200,0001., of 
which Marmorosch Blank & Co., of Bu- 


charest, the principal promoters, have 
taken two-fifths. It will absorb the 
“Helios’’ and several other companies, 


Very large areas of the Roumanian oil 
flelds are the cower of the State, and 
have hitherto been unworked, but a law 
has recently passed the Chambers pro- 
viding for the leasing of these lands to 
private companies, and containing impor- 
tant provisos with the object of prevent- 
ing monopolies. Some years ago the 
Standard Oil Co. tried to obtain a con- 
cession for working the government oil 
flelds, together with the right of erecting 
the necessary pipe lines to Constantza, 
but such an outcry was raised in the 
country against this monopoly falling into 
the hands of a foreign company that ne- 
gotiations were broken off. Other com- 

anies have since tried to obtain 
arge concessions, but without result. 
: A summary is given below of the new 
aw 

(a) The Government is empowered in 
respect of State domains to lease, for a 
period not exceeding 50 years, lots of pros- 
pected, together with unprospected, pe- 
troleum land of maximum areas of 100 
and 1,000 hectares* respectively. Full dis- 
cretionary wers are invested in the 
Ministerial Council in the matter of con- 
cessions. Where the application is made 
for the same lot by several persons, or 
companies, the concession will be granted 
to the party offering the highest rent. 

(b) No more than three lots can be 
leased to one and the same concegsion- 
aire, each lot in the extent provided for 
under section I., nevertheless with the 
roviso that whoever applies for the 
ease shall adduce proofs of possessing 
the necessary capital. 

(c) This capital must be at least 2,000,000 
fr. for every hectare lot of prospected 
land and 1,000 hectare lot of unprospected 
land, and the sum shall be deposited. 

(d) Amalgamation or assignment is il- 
legal. Secret fusion involves the annul- 
ment of all concessions coni.ected with 
this fusion. 

(e) In drawing up a tabulated register 
of lots to be leased, a third of every 
prospected lot shall be regarded as re- 
serve, and the half of every unprospected 
lot. All these lands shall constitute the 
State petroleum reserve for the future. 

(f) The State petroleum reserve is alien- 
able by concession for 10 years from the 
date of this act. 

(g) The State reserves to itself the ex- 
clusive right of working all means of 
transport for petroleum, etc. 

(h) The State demands a compensation 
of at least 10 per cent. on the gross profits 
of the working 

(i) Over and above the aforementioned 
rent the State participates in the net 
profits of the working as follows:—(1) 
One-third should the net profits fluctuate 
between 10 and 30 per cent.; (2) from 
and more per cent., the share of the 
State is 60 per cent. of the net profits. 

(k) The State levies upon concession- 
aires—in accordance with the Mining Act 
—a lease-charge of 20 fr. per hectare, In 
addition the general taxes are to be paid, 

(1) In disputes between the State and a 
concessionaire Roumanian courts of law 
are to decide. All concessions of State 
petroleum land are subject to the Rou- 
manian laws and regulations, and the 


very 


*1 hectare equals 2.47 acres, 
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State assumes no responsibility for the 
profitableness of the land leased. 

The conditions are so onerous that it is 
not likely the privilege offered will be 
made use of on any considerable scale 
until the oil fields in private hands are 
exhausted. 

Before the introduction of the bill the 
prime minister, M. Cantacuzene, stated 
that the Government had decided to bear 
in mind three important points, viz.:— 
(1) That the Government should not dis- 
pose of all the available oil fields at once, 

ut must keep some as a reserve; (2) that 
the creation of a monopoly by placing the 
cil tickis im the hanas o1 one fitm only 
must be avoided; (3) that the transport 
facilities for crude or refined oil either 
by rail or pipe lines must remain in the 
hands of the Government. 


The Standard Oil Co. has erected a 
large refinery near Ploesci, capable of 
dealing with 60,000 wagonloads per annum. 
Another refinery, owned by the Disconto- 
Gesellschaft, also near Ploesci, is capable 


of dealing with 20,000 wagons of 10 tons 
each, and the Steana Romana Co, has 
another large refinery at Campina. 

In fact the number of factoriés will be 
for many years to come more than suffi- 


cient to cope with the supply.

London Linseed Market. 


Notwithstanding moderate shipments advised 
last Friday the market on that day was weak, 
prices declining 3d. to 6d., there being more dis- 
position on the part of Indian shippers to ac- 
cept the prices obtainable on this side. A 
very large export from America (making the 
total from all countries 163,000 qrs., this being 
the largest weekly shipments for four months), 
advised on Saturday, accentuated the weakness, 
and values have continued to ease off almost 
daily; prices as compared with a week ago 
show a decline on Calcutta seed of about 9d. 
Plate was firmly held and kept comparatively 
steady early in the week, but later this de- 
scription also weakened, spot and near sced 
Hull, under the influence of good arrivals, de- 
clining 1s.@ls. 3d. per quarter, while other 
positions are about 9d. lower. For the Con- 
tinent a fair amount of business has been 
done, both Bombay and Calcutta being 1s. 3d. 
@l1s. 6d, lower on the week, the commencement 
of the monsoon rains making shippers easier to 
deal with. In Plate a fair quantity changed 
hands at 6d.@1s. less money. Duluth has been 
offering freely on most days, and 6d. less money 
has been accepted; on Wednesday the United 
Kingdom bought 1,500 tons to 2,000 tons for 
different ports, principally for July and August 
shipments; for the Continent also business has 
been passing in,July-August shipments. Yes- 
terday the market was steadier. 

The Indian Linseed Crop.—In reference to the 
remark made in last Friday’s List that this 
year’s yield of mixed linseed (that is, linseed 
grown with other crops), was much larger than 
in the previous year, it has been asked whether 
this would diminish the quantity of seed avail- 
able for export. Judging from the table printed 
below, this is not likely to be the case; either 
the yield as officially given is underestimated, 
or the seed grown mixed with other crops is 
practically all exported. Out of a yield of 2,- 

,000 tons in the last five years, 1,959,000 
tons have been exported, and as the stock of 
old seed on April 1, 1901, is known to have been 
quite moderate, it will be seen that only 6 per 
cent. of the crop is unaccounted for, and cer- 
tainly this quantity at the least would have 
been required for seed. It would therefore ap- 
pear that the yield is rather under than over 
estimated. 

The shipments from the Argentine to Europe 
this week were 9,500 tons, making the total 
since Jan. 1 320,650 tons, against 450,150 tons 
in the same period last year and 704,950 tons 
in 1904. 

The shipments of linseed from India from 
April 1 to date have amounted to 251,000 qrs. 
(Calcutta 184,000 qrs. and Bombay 67,000 qrs.), 
against 445,000 qrs. last season (Calcutta 164,- 
000 qrs. and Bombay 281,000 qrs.), and 758,000 
. in 1904 (Calcutta 470,000 qrs. and Bombay 
288,000 qrs.). 

From Russia and the Danube the exports of 
linseed from Aug. 1 to June 10 amounted to 
491,500 qrs., against 341,500 qrs. in the previous 
year and 545,000 qrs. in 1903-4. 

The shipments of linseed from all countries 
last week amounted to 56,500 qrs. for the 
United Kingdom (including orders) and 106,500 
qrs. for the Continent, together 163,000 qrs. 
(against 104,000 qrs. in the same week last 
year), making the total since Jan. 1 791,500 
ars. to the United Kingdom and orders, and 
1,824,500 qrs. for Continnent, together 2,616,000 
ars., against 1,215,000 qrs. for United Kingdom 


and orders, and 2,129,000 ars. for the Continent, 
total, 3,344,000 qrs. in the previous year. 

The receipts of linseed at Bombay for the 
week ended May 24 amounted to 8,636 tons, 
against 4,440 tons in the previous week and 
8,274 tons in the same week last year. The 
total receipts at Bombay from Jan. 1 to May 
24 have amounted to 63,947 tons, against 110,- 
551 tons in the same period last year.—Beer- 
bohm’s Trade List.
